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POINTS OF INTEREST, COLUMBIA RIVER HIGHWAY. 


The Columbia River highway, leading thru 
the heretofore inaccessible Columbia river 
gorge, where cliff and mountain, valley and 
forest, waterfall and cataract commingle in a 
panorama of scenic grandeur, may truly be 
called America’s most picturesque drive and 
one of the most notable engineering triumphs 
in the world. It is carved in most part from 
the sides of mountains, in many places hang- 
ing on to cliffs hundreds of feet above the 
river. 

From Portland this’ wonderful highway 
reaches west to the Pacific ocean and east 
to central Oregon. Up to the present time 
about 65 miles have been paved from Poft- 
land eastward, covering the most magnifi- 
cent scenery and with grades nowhere ex- 
ceeding 5.per cent. Until this roadway was 
built, the Columbia river gorge, which was 
the home. of the Indian tribes in the early 
days, was passable only on board a train, a 
single track having been constructed along 
the banks of the river. 3 

Traveling eastward from Portland, the mo- 
torist passes thru. Troutdale, across the 
Sandy river, catches a glimpse of Rooster 
rock near the Chanticleer inn, and the Crown 
Point chalet, overlooking the Vista house, at 
Crown Point, where a splendid view may be 
had up and down the Columbia, flowing 750 
feet below. One may see for thirty miles in 
any direction. The scenic effect is wonderful, 
and here indeed is keenly felt*the magnifi- 
cence and splendor of this mighty stream. 
From this point the road»spirals downward in 
a triple figure 8, descending 600 feet and 
never getting off a 40-acre tract of land. 
Next in order are Latourell bridge, to the 
right of which are Latourell falls (193 ft); 
Shepherds’ dell; Coopey falls, which are far 
up on the cliff, and Bridal Veil falls. You

now, pass between Lone rock and Fort rock, 
where legendary giants battled in the days 
of long ago, and come upon Mist falls and 
then Wahkenna falls, located in Benson park. 
Next is Multnomah falls, the queen of Amer- 
ican ‘cataracts. This in reality consists of 
two falls, the upper (541 ft.) and lower (69 ft.). 
A splendid trail leads to the bridge here and 
around and under the falls. Now may be 
seen the high walls of the Oneonta gorge, 
just beyond which is Horsetail falls. From 
here, on the Washington side, one may catch 
glimpses of St. Peters dome, Cathedral rock 
and other lofty eminences. At Warrendale, 
about four miles distant, a ferry may be 
taken to Beacon rock. For many years this 
rock, which covers at its. base 17 acres and 
has a height of 900 feet, was considered in- 
surmountable. At Tanner the petrified for- 
ests may be seen. In crossing the McCord 
creek bridge, watch for the beautiful falls on 
the right, and for the Wahe falls when cross- 
ing the Moffet creek bridge. This latter 
bridge has a span stretching across 170 feet, 
with a 17-foot rise, and is 75 feet above the 
water. The noted bridge in Yellowstone park 
(by General Chittenden) has a span of..only 
150 feet. Along here on the mountain slopes 
may be noticed the old government trail, 
made fifty years ago. At Bonneville may be 
seen the largest fish hatcheries in the U. S. 
You now cross Eagle creek, which is in the 
heart of the Oregon national forest reserve 
(open free to picnickers and campers), catch- 
ing frequent splendid views of the river and 
mountains along the highway to Hood river, 
to which point on the eastward stretch the 
hard surface has been completed. 

The dry masonry walls which will be noted 
on the drive give safety to the road and. add 
a picturesque Italian touch to the scene.

Vancouver barracks, one of the largest army 
posts in the Northwest, is located within three 
or four blocks of the business district of the 
city of Vaucouver. It comprises a splendid 
reservation of over 800 acres. Splendid roads 
wend their way all thru this old historic post, 
and thousands of people from all over the 
U. S. visit this spot annually. 

Vancouver barracks had its beginning in 
_ 1824 as a fur trading station of the old Hudson 
Bay company, and at that time consisted of 
but a few acres of ground enclosed by a 
strong blockade as protection against the In- 
dians. In 1855 records show the name of Fort 


Vancouver attached in honor of George Van- 
couver, the English navigator and discoverer 
of Vancouver island. One log house-of that 
time still remains, being now used as the 
Officers’ club. In a part of the present reser- 
vation stands an old apple tree, and a sign 
tells its history: ‘“‘The oldest apple tree in 
the Northwest, raised from seeds brought 
from London, England, and planted in 1826 by 
the Hudson Bay Co.” 

Two monstrous wonder bridges are located 
at Vancouver, one being-the interstate bridge, 
connecting Clarke county of Washington with 
Multnomah county of Oregon. Large ship- 
building plants may be seen near this bridge. 
The state school for the deaf, state school for 
the blind, and a large academy for young girls 
are also located here. Camping grounds are 
open for the free use of tourists.

Mount Hood has long been known as ‘‘the 
most accessible peak in the western hemis- 
phere.” It is the highest mountain in Oregon 
(11,225 ft.) and because of a general sym- 
metry in its pyramidal shape and its clear- 
cut, far-seen features of rock and glacier, 
it was early recognized as the most beautiful 
of all American snow peaks. Rising from the 
crest of the Cascades, it presents its differen! 
profiles and various faces to the entire valley 
of the Columbia, east and west, above which 
it towers in stately: magnificence, a very 
king of the mountains, ruling over a domain 
of ranges, valleys and cities proud of their 
allegiance. 


On October 20th, 1792, Lieutenant Broughton, 
of Vancouver’s exploring expedition discov- 
ered from the Columbia near the mouth of 
the Willamette, “a very distant high snowy 
mountain, rising beautifully conspicuous,” 
which he strangely mistook to be the source 
of the great river. He forthwith named. it 
in honor of Rear Admiral Samuel Hood. The 
mountain has been climbed more often than 
any other American snow-peak. The first 
ascent was made on August 4th, 1854, by Wil- 
liam Barlow, son of Captain Barlow, builder 
of the famous Barlow trail across the Cas- 
cades. One of the climbers, Editor Dryer of 
The Oregonian, published an account of the 
trip in which, with more exactness than

Here 
is afforded a gorgeous view of the east face 
of Mount Hood and Newton Clark Glacier, 
the largest on the mountain. But supreme 
of all the stupendous and awe-inspiring pano- 
ramas of this region, if not of the entire state, 
is the scene which enfolds itself from Rogers 
Butte just above Elk Meadows. Mount Hood 
is disclosed in all its rugged grandeur. 
Standing at the edge of the cliff the little 
ribbon of the Eastfork of Hood River is seen 
2,000 feet below while before one towers the 
summit of the great peak 5,000 feet above. 
Directly in the foreground is the point plainly 
discernible, where Hood River is born. The 
little stream issues forth right from under 
the ice cliff at the snout of Newton Clark 
Glacier.

Leaving Portland the route passes thru a residential section to Montavilla, then thru 
farming and timber country to Sandy. Following along the Sandy river on rolling road, 
the base of the Cascade range is reached at Zigzag. Winding along turbulent streams 
and creeks on steady grade the tourist reaches Government Camp, where in the early 
days the government maintained a soldier station for the protection of settlers against 
the Indians. From here on across the divide the road is hardly more than a trail, 
with many steep grades and rough, rocky stretches. Caution is necessary for high © 
centers and narrow road winding between trees. At mileage 87.0 the route reaches the 
eastern base of the Cascade range and traverses a rolling country to the Warm Spring 
Indian Agency, crossing the Deschutes river canyon at Mecca; the road then traverses 
a flat farming country balance of way to Madras. 

Owing to the poor road conditions east of Government Camp, tourists going to 
Madras from Portland should use Route 45 to The Dalles, then Route 202 to Madras.

Albany (population 7,500, alt. 224 ft.) lies 
between the coast and the Cascade mountain 
ranges, and is surrounded by more resorts 
than any other city in the state. Its road 
facilities are such that a number of these 
may bé reached in a three days’ drive. The 
best known of these resorts are Breitenbush 
Hot Springs, Cascadia, Detroit, Upper Soda, 
Sulphur Springs and Newport.

At one point 
near shore is a mass of curiously carved lava 
called the ‘‘Phantom Ship,” because, seen at 
- a distance, it suggests a ship under full sail. 
The illusion at dusk or by moonlight is strik- 
ing. In certain slants of light the ‘“Phantom 
Ship” suddenly disappears—a phantom indeed. 
Another experience full of interest is a visit 
to Wizard island. One can climb its side and 
descend into its little crater, for it is a vol- 
cano. ; 

Crater lake has had a very remarkable geo- 
logical history, which is readable by all visi- 
tors. 
largest of the ancient volcanoes of the Cas- 
cade range was Mount Mazama. It was 
about the height of Mt. Shasta, in plain sight 
_ of which it rose nearly 100 miles to the north; 
but this was ages ago. 
saw Mount Mazama. 


No human eye ever 
Long before man came 


the entire upper part of it in some titanic 


cataclysm fell in upon itself as if swallowed 
by a subterranean cavern, leading its crater- 
like lava sides cut sharply downward into the 
central abyss. 


The first awful depth of this vast hole ne 
man can guess. But the volcano was not 
quenched; it burst up thru the collapsed lava 
in three places, making lesser cones within 
the greater, but not quite so high as the 
surrounding rim. Then the fire ceased and 
gradually, as the years passed, springs perco- 
lated into the vast basin and filled it with 
water within a thousand feet of its rim. As 
you see it today one of these cones emerges 
a few hundred feet from the surface. The 
lake is 2000 feet deep in places. It has no 
visible outlet of any sort, nor is there any 
stream running out of it; but the water is 
supposed to escape by underground channels 
and to reappear in the Klamath river, a few 
miles away. Geologists find Crater lake of 
special interest because of the way nature 
made it. Many volcanoes have had their tops 
blown off. Mount Rainier was one of these. 
But no other in the United States has fallen 
into itself like Mount Mazama. 


The evidence of this process is quite con- 
clusive. The lava found on the slopes that 
remain was not blown there from an explod- 
ing summit, but ran, hot and fluid, from a 
crater many thousands of feet higher. The 
pitch of these outer slopes enabled the scien- 
tists to tell with reasonable probability how 
high the volcano originally was. 


The Indians believed- that Crater lake was 
the home of a great spirit whom they called 
Llao. The Indians believed that the blue 
waters teemed with giant crawfish, his serv- 
ants, some of them so large that they could 
reach great claws a thousand feet to the top 
of the cliffs and seize venturesome visitors. 
Another great spirit chieftain, whom they 
called Skell, was supposed to live in the Kla- 
math marsh near by and to have many serv- 
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Long before man, one of the very

ants, who could take at will the forms of 
eagles and antelopes. 

‘War broke out, so the Indian legend says, 
between Llao and Skell, and Skell was cap- 
tured. The monsters from the lake tore out 
his heart and played ball with it tossing it 
back and forth from mountain top to moun- 
tain top. But it was caught in the air by 
one of Skell’s eagles and by him passed to 
one of. Skell’s antelopes, and by him passed 
to others, who finally escaped with it. 

Skell’s body miraculously grew again and 
he in turn captured Llao and tore his body 
into fragments, which he tossed into the lake. 
The giant crawfish, thinking them fragments 
of Skell’s body, devoured them greedily. But 
when, last of all, Llao’s head was thrown in, 
the monsters recognized it and would not eat 
it. The remains of Llao’s head remain today 
sticking out of the water of Crater lake. 
Some Indians still look upon it with_awe, but 
scientists recognize it as the little cone men- 
tioned above. Its name is Wizard island. 

For many years no Indian would approach 
even the rim of Crater lake. Judge Steele, 
whom you may find living near the Crater 
Lake park, urged them to come and finally 
dissipated their fears; now Indians will go 
even to the water’s edge. 


It will readily be seen that Crater lake is 
not a spot to run rapidly past in your motor. 
It will pay you to stop at least a few hours. 
Every hour of the day the sun shifts and the 
marvelous colors change. One can spend an 
entire day sitting upon the rim and see the 
most remarkable alteration in the entire color 
scheme. It is a spectacle from the color 
point of view which excels even the Grand 
canyon. Better still is the color spectacle 
when viewed from the launch on the lake. 
Most of an afternoon may be spent in the 
boat viewing these wonderful cliffs in all 
varieties and slants of sunlight; a thousand 
shades and colors are disclosed. And even 
more wonderful is the spectacle of the water 
viewed from the boat’s side. 


An excellent new trail has been built on 
easy grades from the rim to the shore of 
the lake, which every visitor should make 
use of, for no one has seen Crater lake who 
has not gone down to the water’s edge and 
taken the ride in the launch. 


There is a hotel on the edge of the rim 
where one can be very comfortable and for 
motorists bringing their own camping equip- 
ment a splendid camp ground is provided. 

The fishing in Crater lake is quite remark- 
able. Up to a dozen or so years ago there 
were no trout in the lake. Judge Steele at 
that time carried trout fry many miles in 
pails and stocked the lake. Now trout are 
caught on the fly from one to ten pounds in 
weight. The fishing is best from the rocks. 

The road from Crater lake to Klamath 
lake is romantic and beautiful and Klamath 
lake will be found a delightful spot. 


A motor road thas been constructed around 
the rim of Crater lake. It is easily one of the 
scenic highways of the world. The motorist 
looks down on the lake disclosed in com- 
plete detail from every point of view, and on 
the other side over an ever-changing pano- 
rama of Cascade mountain scenery. All park 
approaches connect wit the rim road which 
is 35 miles in length.

a rudder. There are but three months in the 
year, July, August and September, when it is 
considered safe to make the ascent. 

The name Shasta is derived from the Rus- 
sian “‘Tchastal,’”’ meaning the white or the 
pure, the name given to the mountain by the 
early Russian explorers and settlers at Bo- 
dega and later used by the trappers. The 
Indians call it ‘‘Ieka,’’ the white. There is a 
pretty Indian legend that the mountain is the 
abode of the Great Spirit, and that the whole 
country round about was once inhabited by 
grizzlies, who captured the daughter of the 
Great Spirit and married her to one of their 
number, and that these wedded two were the 
progenitors of the entire Indian race. The 
Great Spirit, the story runs, then built little 
Mount Shasta for a wigwam for the captured 
girl that she might dwell near the lodge of 
her father. There are but two higher peaks 
on the western coast than Shasta—Mount 
Whitney, 15,000, and Mount Williamson, 14,500 
feet. But these peaks fall far short of Shasta 
in grandeur and magnificence, for their bases 
rest on the top of the other mountains, above 
which they rise only a few thousand feet,

while’ the base of Shasta is only 3,570 feet 
above the sea. By its isolation, its height and 
its purity, it is the most conspicuous moun- 
tain in America. 

At Sisson there is a great fish hatchery, 
comprising 53 ponds, from which daily dis-. 
tribution is made to the streams of the state. 
Near the hatchery may be seen the ruins of 
the old Sisson tavern, which in its day shel- 
tered most of the governors of California and 
other men prominent in the state’s history. 

*Dunsmuir, Cal. (pop. 3,300, alt. 2,280 ft.), is 
a village of Siskiyou county, 60 miles south- 
east of Yreka. It is chiefly a railroad town, 
but good hunting and. fishing are to be had 
nearby. In front of the station there are two 
aquariums in which may be seen the varieties 
of trout to be found in the region. Three 
miles south of Dunsmuir, on Little Castle 
creek, is a chromite mine, which up to 1913 
was the only mine in the United States pro- 
ducing chrome iron ore. For those who are 
interested in geology, there is a good example 
of columnar jointing to be seen in the lava on ~ 
the west side of the railroad track near Duns- 


‘muir in the direction of Shasta Springs. There 


are numerous summer resorts in the vicinity 


_ of Dunsmuir.

Klamath. Indian reservation, lying in .the 
central part of Klamath county, is bordered on 
the west by Upper Klamath lake and Wood 
river and is on the direct route from Klamath 
Falls to Crater Lake National park. The res- 
ervation is 51 miles long and 45 miles wide and 
contains over one and a quarter million acres. 
The Indians living here number 1,155 and be- 
long to the Klamath, Modoc and Pai-ute 
tribes. There are also a few Pitt Rivers, who 
were slaves or are the offspring of slaves cap- 
tured in former years by the Klamaths. These

Indians are usually intelligent and progres-— 
sive.

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POINTS OF INTEREST, REDDING, CAE 


Redding (pop. 3,575, alt. 559 ft.), the capital 
of Shasta county, California, is situated on 
the Sacramento river, a distance of 35 miles 
north of Redbluff. It has very -beautiful and 
interesting surroundings and a more moderate 
climate both in summer and winter than the 
rest of the Sacramento valley, owing to its 
unique location at a slight elevation above the 
lower floor of the valley. 

On the northern border, just across the line 
in Siskiyou county, stands Mt. Shasta, whose 
snow-capped summit can be seen from all 
parts of Shasta county. In the southeastern 
part of the county is Mt. Lassen, America’s 
most wonderful natural phenoménon and the 
only active volcano in the United States. It 
is but a distance of 55 miles from Redding, 
and since the commencement of its eruptions 
in 1914 it has been the center of scientific and 
popular interest. The United States govern- 
ment has maintained a careful watch of the 
marvel from a scientific standpoint, and thou- 
sands of sight-seeing tourists have viewed 
the wonder from every point of vantage. Man- 
zineta lake, a beautiful body of water pic- 
-turesquely nestled at the foot of Mt. Lassen, 
is the objective of many autoists and fur- 
nishes a very popular trip, and one well worth 
while, out of Redding. 

There are any number of beautiful water- 


falls to be found in Shasta county, among - 


which are Burney falls, Fall River falls and 
Pitt River falls. Other points of great inter- 
est that should be seen are the great olive 
orchards in Happy valley, a few miles from 
the city, the new concrete bridge just north 
of town, built by the citizens of Redding at 
a cost of $60,000, the Mammoth copper mine 
at Kennett, and also the bag house of that 
-zompany, which controls the smelter fumes 


at the Mammoth smelter, the government 
fishery at Baird, near Redding, and the won- 
derful limestone caves near there, two large 
gold dredges, one operating just across the 
river north of Redding and one on Clear 
creek, 3 miiles south of Redding. The Big 
Bend Hot springs of the Pitt river and the 
Combs springs, just across the line in Trinity 
county, are famous for their curative powers 
and attract many tourists annually. 

Redding, in its unique position at the head 
of the broad and fertile Sacramento valley, 
surrounded on three sides by the mingling 
of the Sierra Nevada and Coast Range moun- 
tains, the hub of five highway laterals lead- 
ing west to the coast, northwest to Trinity 
county, north to northern California, Oregon, 
Washington, etc., east to Mt. Lassen national 
park and. Mount Lassen, and south to south- 
ern California, is the center of trade for all 
California north of Red Bluff, the northenn 
and western portion of the territory is de- 
voted principally to mining and stock raising 
and the eastern and southern part is possessed 
of great agricultural wealth. In the moun- 
tains are numerous small streams well 
stocked with mountain trout and good hunt- 
ing is afforded. Thousands of acres of land 
are now being irrigated’ by means of two 
mammoth irrigation projects recently com- 
pleted and success in farming has gone for- 
ward with great strides for this reason. 

For many Old Shasta, near by, holds a 
peculiar interest, surrounded as it is with 
memories of the famous days of the gold rush 
in °49. It is one of the oldest mining towns 
in California and .was at one time a great 
mining center. Mining is still carried on here 
to some extent, and also at Weaverville, 
Douglas and Trinity Center

304 ft.), is 
situated on the Sacramento river and named 
from the color of the banks of the river at this 
point. One of the many objects of interest near 
Red Bluff is Mt. Lassen, the only active vol- 
cano in America. A picture of this mountain 
taken during eruption in 1914, known as the 
“Vulcan Face,’ was named after the god of 
fire and volcanoes, owing to the pronounced 
features of a man’s face in the smoke. Other 
points of interest in this particular section 
are the Lassen National park, the Cinder 
Cone, a National monument, numerous boil- 
ing lakes and mud lakes. 

Corning, Cal. (pop. 1,449, alt. 277 ft.), on the 
Pacific highway, is the trading center of the 
Maywood colony, a subdivision of 39,000 acres, 


12,000 of which are in orchards, with olives, 


almonds and oranges predominating. Corning 
is conspicuous for’ its mission architecture. 
A free camping ground with lights, stoves, 
tables, benches, water and. dressing rooms, is 
maintained for the use of autoists. 

*Orland, Cal. (pop. 1,600, alt. 254 ft.), is a 
trade center of Glenn county, 166 miles north 
of San Francisco. Here the United States 
reclamation service has constructed a large 
dam in the Coast range from which the water 
is conveyed to 21,000 acres of land near the 
town. This is the only instance in California 
of federal reclamation, 

*Williams, Cal. (pop. 1,000, alt. 84 ft.), in Co- 
lusa county, is the starting point for the 
Lake county resorts. It is a flourishing rail- 
road town with good schools and hotels and 
large warehouse capacity. A motor bus runs 
to Bartlett Springs.

*Woodland, Cal. (pop. 6,000, alt. 58 ft.), is 22 
‘miles west of Sacramento, and is one of the 
-handsomest and most progressive towns in 
the state. There are several educational] in- 
stitutions here and thriving industries. The 
nucleus of the town was James McClurg & 
Sons’ blacksmith shop in 1855. A store was 
established the same year and in 1858 the 
town acquired a postoffice and was known as 
Yolo City. In 1862 it was made the county 
seat and its name was changed to Woodland. 
The town has grown rapidly from the first 
and is the home of many wealthy men. It is 
_said to have a larger number of millionaires 
in proportion to the population than any 
other town in the state. 

*Dixon, Cal. (pop. 800, alt. 64 ft.), in Solano 
county, 22 miles southwest of Sacramento, is 
an agricultural town. It was founded in 1868 
and is the grain center of the county, shipping 
many thousand tons annually. 

*Vacaville, Cal. (pop. 1,200, alt. 175 ft.), is 
situated ‘at the entrance to the beautiful and 
fertile Vaca valley, about 29 miles southwest 
of Sacramento. It has fruit-growing indus- 
tries, and has attained great fame for early 
fruits and vegetables, it being usually the 
first to supply the city markets and to ship 
deciduous fruits to the East. It was founded 
in 1852 by William McDaniel for Manuel Baca, 
anglicized to Vaca, from whom the town and 
valley took its name. John R. Wolfskill was 
the pioneer settler of the township and planted 
the first trees and vines on the bank of 
Putah creek, about 14 miles north of Vaca- 
ville.

The town is situated on the State highway 
connecting Sacramento and points around or 
on the bay, this unit of the highway being 
the most direct route and being served by 
ferry at Benicia and Vallejo with Martinez 
and Pinole, points in Contra Costa county. 
A concrete highway connects at Cordelia, 
about 15 miles southwest of Vacaville, with 
Napa, and opens the most direct route to the 
northern coast counties, being practically 
without grades. 

*Suisun, Cal. (pop. 1,000, alt. 8 ft.), is built on 
an island in a navigable tule slough, nine 
miles north of Suisun bay and 50 miles north- 
east of San Franciscof Just five miles north 
of the town stood the little Black schoolhouse 
where Edwin Markham, poet and seer, and 
author of “The Man with the Hoe,” went to 
school. Incidents of his school days here zre 
described by one of his teachers, Mr. S. O. 
Woods, in “Lights and Shadows of the Pacific 
Coast.” 

Suisun was settled by Captain Joseph Wing 
in 1858. He ran boats on the slough and 
gave the town its first impetus as a trading 
point. A few miles from Suisun is the great 
orchard of A. T. Hatch. It contains 800 acres 
and is one of the largest in the state. In 
the Suisun hills is a marble quarry where 
very beautiful onyx is produced. 

The Suisun valley enjoys a national reputa- 
tion as a great fruit growing district. Along 
the river, about 15 miles to the south, are the 
Suisun marshes, which up to a very few years 
ago were only used for grazing purposes. 
These same marshes are now being rapidly 
put under cultivation and becoming immensely 
valuable for farming and truck gardening,

*Benicia, Cal. (pop. 3,300, alt. 55 ft.), situated 
on the swift-running straits of Carquinez, 
which connects Suisun and San Pablo bays, 
is 24 miles in a direct line north of San Fran- 
cisco. It has a good harbor for vessels not 
drawing over 30 feet of water. There are 
extensive wharves and_ shipyards, and a 
United States arsenal and barracks. The town 
was founded in 1847 and named in honor of 
the wife of the Mexican general, Vallejo. For 
two years it was the rival of San Francisco. 
In 1853 it was made “the permanent seat of 
government,” but in March, 1854, the capital 
was transferred to Sacramento. 

Over the Strait of Carquinez pass the high 
voltage wires of the Pacific Gas & Electric 
company, which bring all the electric power 
for the electric light plants and the manufac- 
tories in the city of San Francisco from the 
hydro-electric power plants in the High Sier- 
ras, over 200 miles distant. Jack London’s

Almost in front of the city 
are Alcatraz, Angel and Yerba Buena (or 
Goat) island. This harbor ranks among the 
few great seaports of the world. It is a land- 
locked sheet of water, some 50 miles long 
and varying in width. A government military 
reservation, the Presidio, occupies 1,500 acres 
on the north end of the peninsula. -This is 
the largest military reservation within city 
limits in the United States. 

The highest of the hills surrounding San 
Francisco, known as Twin Peaks, are 925 feet 
high and form an amphitheater background 
to the built-up portion of the city, a beautiful 
auto drive leading over these. At the Ocean 
Beach is the Cliff House and Seal Rocks, 
which are reached by a drive through Golden 
Gate park. The Seal Rocks, with their curious 
occupants, are a most interesting sight. 
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These rocks are conical in shape,’ three in 
number, and vary in height from 20 to 50 
feet. They are the haunts of seals, and it is 
said that there is never a moment when 
scores of these curious marine-mammals may 
not be seen basking in the rays of the sun 
on these rocks or struggling among them- 
selves for a place thereon. These seals are 
protected by law. Another point of interest 
in the vicinity of the Cliff House is Sutro 
Heights, the private grounds and art collec- 
tion of the former Mayor Sutro. 

The most notable public edifices in San 
Francisco are the city hall, civic auditorium 
and public library in the civic center. There. 
are several squares in San Francisco, the best 
known of which is Portsmouth square. On 
July 8, 1846, Capt. Montgomery of the U. S. 
sloop-of-war Portsmouth, then lying in_ the 
bay, at the command of Commodore Sloat, 
raised the American flag on the plaza of what 
was then called “Yerba Buena.” A salute of 
21 guns from the Portsmouth announced the

This square was then 
named Portsmouth square, and at the same 
time Montgomery street was named in honor 
of the captain. The chief commercial thor- 
oughfare is Market street, which has a length 
of about three and one-half miles. Of the resi- 
dential quarters, the most distinguished are 
“Knob Hill’ on California street, Pacific 
Heights, Forest Hill and St. Francis Woods. 
Chinatown, unique and picturesque, yet more 
interesting to the majority of sight-seeing 
tourists, is situated between Kearney and 
Stockton, California and Pacific streets. Tele- 
graph Hill is well known to old Californians. 
In 1849 a signal station was established on 
this elevation and the dwellers of the bay 
were notified of the approach of vessels from 
the sea by means of a well understood system 
of signals. x : 
The largest of the city’s parks is Golden 
Gate park, which covers an area of 1,013 acres. 
Originally a barren tract of sand dunes, it 
has been gradually converted into one of 
the most attractive parks in the country. The 
oldest building in San Francisco and the 
' most noted, historically speaking, is the Mis- 
sion Dolores on the corner of Dolores and 17th 
streets. Considerable of the original building 
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remains and many of the interior decorations 
have, to a certain extent, been retained in 
their pristine state, sufficient to recall the 
times of the early fathers. The adobe walls 
are three feet thick, resting on a low founda- 
tion of rough stone, not laid in mortar, and 
the roof is covered with heavy semi-cylindri- 
cal tiles. The floor is of earth, except near 
the altar. Adjoining is the Mission cemetery, 
which was used for the purpose of interment 
since 1858, many of the inscriptions on the 
tombs being in Spanish. 

The first white settlement at San Francisco 
bay was established in 1776, when an Indian 
mission (San Francisco de Assisi) was founded 
by the Spaniards. Sixty years later the little 
village of Yerba Buena sprang up on the 
shores of the bay. This took the name of 
San Francisco: The discovery of gold in 
1848 attracted hosts of immigrants from all 
parts of the world to California, and San 
Francisco, which was their landing place, sud- 
denly developed into a busy city. It was 
visited by a most disastrous earthquake and 
resultant ‘conflagration in 1906, but has since 
been rebuilt on a grander and more substan- 
tial basis. The great Panama-Pacific exposi- 
tion, which opened Feb. 20, 1915, in celebration 
of the completion of the Panama canal, added 
to the city’s already universal fame.

MISSION DOLORES. 


The Mission Dolores, also known as Mis- 
sion of San Francisco de Assisi, is located at 
the corner of Seventeenth and Dolores streets 
in San Francisco. It is three miles from the 
Palace hotel and the Valencia or Howard 
electric cars pass the entrance. When the 
Spanish Visitador Galvez showed Serra the 
plans for the missions in Alta, California, 
Serra expressed his disappointment that the 
founder of his order was not recognized in 
the mission he had been called upon to found 
by asking, “And is our Father St: Francis to 
have no mission?” To which Galvez replied, 
“If St. Francis wants a mission, let him show 
you a good port and then let it be named after 
him.” It therefore seemed like an interven- 


tion of St. Francis that Portola and his party, 
searching far the bay of Monterey, passed it 
unrecognized, and toiled further north until 
they came in view of the Golden Gate. They 


_ returned to San Diego disheartened and only 


Serra’s faith and enthusiasm caused them 
to start. out again. This time, accompanied 
by Serra and Crespi, they recognized the bay 
of Monterey, and later the great bay of San 
Francisco was revisited and surveyed. Serra, 
when he saw the bay, exclaimed, “This is the 
port to which the Visitador referred and to 
which the saint has led us,” and determined 
to hasten the founding of the mission of San 
Francisco, but many tasks intervened and it 
was not until the memorable year of 1776 
that this mission was established.

being commonly known even today as Mission 
Dolores. As the city grew the creek and the 
small lake were drained, filled up and finally 
built over. 

In 1782 the corner stone of the present old 
mission church was laid. Twice the great 
English navigator Vancouver visited and was 
entertained here. In 1806 the Russian cham- 
berlain, Rezanof, who had been on a special 
voyage around the world, came to the San 
Francisco settlement. He was accompanied 


by Dr. G. H. von Langsdorff, whose account ' 


of the visit and reception is most interesting. 
The Mission of San Francisco de Assisi was 
secularized in 1834. When California became 
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part of the United States in 1846 and the 
stars and stripes were raised over the bay 
and city of San Francisco, the mission was 
too far gone to participate or indeed be 
affected by the event. It had already reached 
the condition. in which Bret Harte “gave it 
but few years longer to sit by the highway 
and ask alms in the name of the blessed 
saints.” It has now been somewhat reno- 
vated from the condition of “ragged senility” 
in which he saw it. Only the chapel re- 
mains. Here two services are held annually 
in Lent. A beautiful new church has been 
erected next to the old mission. 

The church yard of Dolores is an interesting 
place, and is picturesquely beautiful. Just at. 
the side entrance of the church is a stone in- 
scribed with the name of the first governor 
of California. Further along is a brown stone 
monument erected by the famous fire com- 
pany to Casey, who was hung by the Vigi- 
lantes—Casey, who shot James King of Wil- 
liam, 


POINTS OF INTEREST, OAKLAND, CAL. 


Oakland (pop. 216,361, alt. sea level) is beau- 
tifully situated on the east shore of San 
Francisco bay, the land sloping gradually 
down to the waters from the Contra Costa 
mountains, which rise back of the city at a 
distance of a few miles. The foothills are 
crowned with the suburban villas of wealthy 
merchants of Oakland and San Francisco, and 
from their verandas can be obtained a most 
extensive and pleasing view of the bay and 
the ocean beyond. Oakland is one of the 
most beautiful residence cities in the world. 


Quickest and Best 

Entering Oakland by Lincoln highway, pass 
Chevrolet automobile factory (on left), 69th 
street and Foothill boulevard; follow Lincoln 
highway signs to city hall 14th and Washing- 
ton streets, passing en route Municipal audi- 
torium (on left), and Lake Merritt (on right), 
only salt water lake in the world inside a city 
limits; from city hall drive south and east 18 
blocks to Webster street bridge, over Inner 
harbor to Bethlehem Shipbuilding corpora- 
tion’ (biggest shipyard in America), viewing 


A marvel of engineering is the Oakland mole, 
which has been constructed for two miles 
directly out in the bay. At its terminus is 
an immense building containing waiting rooms 
and all necessary accommodations for the 
convenience of the great army of travelers 
who disembark on the arrival of trains. All 
the passenger trains from the east, north or 
south are made up at this depot and here all 
incoming passengers leave their trains and 
are transported on magnificent ferry boats to 
San Francisco.

POINTS OF INTEREST, BERKELEY, CAL. 


Berkeley (pop. 55,886, alt. 183 ft.) is located 
about seven miles northeast of San Francisco 
and commands a beautiful view of the bay 
and the hills around it. It is the seat of the 
University of California and also the state 
agricultural and mechanical college and the 


Berkeley Bible seminary. The city is named 


in honor of Dr. George Berkeley, dean of 
Derry and Lord Bishop of Cloyne, a gifted 


scholar and philosopher.

Starting in Berkeley you will find all kept 
boulevards that reach to all parts of the coun- 
try and to interior points in California. The 
tourist in search of picturesque scenes and 
enjoyable environment is well repaid by the 
panorama of mountains and plain, of inland 
harbor, of sunset views thru the Golden Gate, 
while the ocean beyond invites the eye to 
more distant scenes.

*Benicia Cal. (pop. 3,300, alt. 35 ft.), situated 

on the swift-running strait of Carquinez, 
which connects Suisun and San Pablo bays, 
is 24 miles in a direct line north of San Fran- 
cisco. It has a good harbor for vessels not 
drawing over 30 feet of water. There are 
extensive wharves and shipyards, and a 
United States arsenal and barracks. The town 
was founded in 1847 and named in honor of 
the wife of the Mexican general, Vallejo. Foi 
two years it was the rival of San Francisco. 
In 1853 it was made ‘‘the permanent seat ot 
government,” but in March, 1854, the capital 
was transterred to Sacramento. 
- Over the Strait of Carquinez pass the high 
voltage wires of the Pacific Gas & Electric 
company, which bring all the electric power 
for the electric light plants and the manufac- 
tories in the city of San Frarcisco from the 
hydre-electric power plants in the High Sier- 
ras, over 200 miles distant. Jack London’s 
“Tales of.a Fish Patrol” and “John Barley- 
corn” tell of adventures which happened in 
these straits and in San Pablo bay. At Be- 
nicia two great transfer boats carry the long- 
est trains across the straits on the way to 
and from the bay cities. 

*Suisun, Cal. (pop. 1,000, alt. 8 ft.), is built on 
an island in a navigable tule slough, nine 
miles north of Suisun bay and 50 miles north- 
east of San Francisco. Just five miles north 
of the town stood the little Black school- 
house where Edwin Markham, poet and seer 
and author of “The Man with the Hoe,” went 
to school. Incidents of his school days here 
are described by one of his teachers, Mr. 
S. O. Woods, in “Lights and Shadows of the 
Pacific Coast.” 

Suisun was settled by Captain Joseph Wing 
_ in -1858. He ran boats on the slough and 
gave the town its first impetus as a trading 
point. A few miles from Suisun is the great 


orchard of A. T. Hatch. It contains 800 acres 
and is one of the largest in the state. In 
the Suisun hills is a’ marble quarry where 
very beautiful onyx is produced. 

The Suisun valley enjoys a national reputa: 
tion as a great fruit growing district. Along 
the river, about 15 miles to the south, are the 
Suisun marshes, which up to a very few years 
ago were only used for grazing purposes. 
These same marshes are-now being rapidly 
put under cultivation and becoming immensely 
valuable for farming and truck gardening. 

*Vaeaville, Cal. (pop. 1,200, alt. 175 ft.), is 
situated at the entrahce to the beautiful and 
fertile Vaca valley, about 29 miles southwest 
of Sacramento. It has fruit growing indus- 
tries, and has attained great fame for early 
fruits and vegetables, it being usually: the 
first to supply for city markets and to ship 
deciduous fruits to the East. It was founded 
in 1852 by William McDaniel for Manuel Baca, 
anglicized to Vaca, from whom the town and 
valley took its name. John R. Wolfskill was 
the pioneer settler of the township and 
planted the first trees and vines on the bank 
of-Putah creek, about 14 miles north of Vaca- 
ville. 

The town is situated on the State highway 
connecting Sacramento and points around or 
on the bay, this unit of the highway being 
the most direct route and being served by 
ferry at Benicia and Vallejo with Martinez 
and Pinole, points in Contra Costa county. 
A concrete highway connects at Cordelia, 
about 15 miles southwest of Vacaville, with 
Napa, and opens the most direct route to the 
northern coast counties, being practically 
without grades. 

*Dixon, Cal. (pop. 800, alt. 64 ft.), in Solano - 
county, 22 miles.southwest of Sacramento, is 
an agricultural town. It was founded in 1868 
and is the grain center of the county, shipping 
many thousand tons annually, :

*Woodland, Cal. (pop. 6,000, alt. 58 ft.), is 22 
miles west of Sacramento and is one of the 
handsomest and most progressive towns in 
the state. There are several educational in- 
stitutions here and thriving industries. The 
nucleus of the town was James McClurg & 
Sons’ blacksmith shop in 1855. A store was 
established the same year and in 1858 the 
town acquired a postoffice and was known as 
Yolo City. In 1862 it was made the county 
seat and its name was changed to Woodland. 
The town has grown rapidly from the. first 
and is the home of many wealthy men. It is 
said to have a larger number of millionaires 
in proportion to its population than any 
other town in the state.

*Hood River, Ore. (pop. 2,500, alt. 98 ft.), is 

situated on the famous Columbia River High- 
way and is the point of entrance for Mount 
Hood and the marvelous region of incompar- 
able beauty which surrounds that majestic 
glacier-clad peak. 
“Mount Hood has long been known as “the 
most accessible peak in the western hemis- 
phere.” It is the highest mountain in Oregon 
(11,225 ft.) and because of a general sym- 
metry in its pyramidal shape and its clear- 
cut, far-seen features of rock and glacier, 
it was early recognized as the most beautiful 
of all American snow peaks. Rising from the 
crest of the Cascades, it presents its different 
profiles and various faces to the entire valley 
of the Columbia, east and west, above which 
it towers in stately magnificence, a very 
king of the mountains, ruling over a domain 
of ranges, valleys and cities proud of their 
allegiance. 

On October 20th, 1792, Lieutenant Broughton, 
of Vancouver’s exploring expedition discov- 
ered from the Columbia near the mouth of 
the Willamette, “a very distant high snowy 
mountain, rising beautifully conspicuous,” 
which he strangely mistook to be the source 
of the great river: He forthwith named it 
in honor of Rear Admiral Samuel Hood. The 
mountain has been climbed more often than 
any other American snow-peak. The first 
ascent was made on August 4th, 1854, by Wil- 
liam Barlow, son of Captain Barlow, builder 
of the famous Barlow trail across the Cas- 
cades. One of the climbers, Editor Dryer of 
The Oregonian, published an account of the 
in which, with more exactness than 
accuracy, he placed the height of the mount- 
ain at 18,361 feet. The most notable ascent 
by a large party took place forty years later, 
1894, when nearly two hundred men and 
women met on the summit and there organ- 
ized the ‘‘Mazama’” mountaineering club, 
pioneer mountaineering club of the north- 
west. 

. Mount Hood is situated in the Oregon Na- 
tional Forest. This one forest alone has 
over 700 miles of U. S. Ranger trails. These 
trails make accessible to camping and horse- 
back parties all those parts of this region 
which_can not be reached over motor roads. 
Good fishing abounds in the many mountain 
streams ‘and lakes. The region contains a 
great many natural mountain meadows at the 


> 


higher altitudes which, with their wealth of 
wild flowers, are irresistible. The most 
charming of these is the Elk Meadows. Here 
is afforded a gorgeous view of the east face 
of Mount Hood and Newton Clark Glacier, 
the largest on the mountain. But supreme 
of all the stupendous and awe-inspiring pano- 
ramas of this region, if not of the entire state, 
is the scene which enfolds itself from Rogers 
Butte just above Elk Meadows. Mount Hood 
is disclosed in all its rugged grandeur. 
Standing at the edge of the cliff the little 
ribbon of the Eastfork of Hood River is seen 
2,000 feet below while before one towers the 
summit of the great peak 5,000 feet above. 
Directly in the foreground is the point plainly 
discernible, where Hood River is born. The 
little. stream issues forth right from under 
the ice cliff at the snout of Newton Clark 
Glacier. 

The attraction of supreme interest to the 
mountaineer is, of course, the climb to the 
summit of the great peak. The ascent of 
Mount Hood is made from Cloud Cap Inn in 
about six hours. The trip is not a difficult 
or dangerous one and there is rarely a day 
during the summer that the ascent is not 
made. The edge of Elliot Glacier is followed 
to the summit of Cooper Spur. From this 
point the ascent is entirely over the ice fields 
and becomes steeper and steeper until the 
life line is reached at Crescent Crevasse. 
During the last 1,000 feet the life line is used 
as an added security. On the summit a 
Forest Service fire lookout station has been 
built and at this fine point of vantage a 
Forest Ranger remains all summer, the sea- 
son of possible fires. A wireless apparatus 
has been installed. For the ascent, and for 
the many other superb glacier trips thorough- 
ly reliable and experienced guides are fur- 
nished at the inn. One of the grandest 
glacier excursions in America is the trip 
entirely around Mount Hood crossing all its 
eight glaciérs. This can be done easily by 
strong walkers by making an early start. 
An entire day is spent almost wholly on these 
great ice-fields. 

The base of Mount Hood is reached in about 
an hour’s drive from Hood River. The road 
leads up the beautiful fruit valley, famed 
the world over for its Spitzenberg and New- 
town apples and Clark seedling strawberries.

*Weiser, Ida. (pop. 4,000, alt. 2,100 ft.), was 
in the very early days the junction of the 
three great Indian trails—one leading south- 
ward, one westward and the third down the 
right bank of the Snake river. At Weiser 
they converged into one trail leading west- 
ward to the Columbia river valley. Wilson 
Price Hunt and his party, under the patron- 
age of John Jacob Astor, were the first white 
men to pass over this trail, arriving on the 
site of this town in November, 1811. Failing 
in their attempt to follow the Snake river 
thru the Seven Devils range, the party re- 
turned here in December and later remaining 
a week, set out again on their historic jour- 
ney to the mouth of the Columbia. They were 


the first travelers over the famous Oregon 
trail, now followed almost’in its entirely by 
the Pacific highway thru Idaho and Oregon. 

*Payette, Ida. (pop. 3,000, alt. 2,120 ft.), is 
in the heart of the fruit district of southern 
Idaho and is the home of the famous Payette 
valley cantaloupe and the red apple. It is 
said to have the largest and oldest canning 
factory in Idaho, making a specialty of early 
June peas. The city is located one mile from 
Washoe, which is the Indian name for “many 
waters,” being the confluence of the Payette, 
Malhuer and Snake rivers. This was the old 
fording place for the Indians and the old Ore- 
gon trail.

QuICKEST AND Best Way To SEE THE CITY. 


A trip in which the greatest number of 
interesting things can be seen is the 35-mile 
Lake Washington boulevard drive, by way of 
Union and Pike streets to Broadway, thence 
to the Lincoln playgrounds, through the Capi- 
tol Hill residence district to Volunteer park, 
at which place a tower stands, and from it an 
excellent view of the city may be had. 

The trip includes, if desired, a view of the 
great Lake Washington ship canal which 
connects the ocean with lakes Union and 
Washington, giving Seattle both salt and 
fresh water harbors. 

Returning by way of the Boulevard drive, 


passing through Madison park and winding 
southward along Lake Washington, making 
some of the sharpest curves and passing the 
most picturesque spots to be found in all the 
world. Next Madrona park, from there to 
Mount Baker park, one of the most beautiful 
in the city, and thence touring the residence 
district of Mount Baker park, from which 
place a magnificent view of the lakes and 
mountains may be had. At almost every 
prominent point along this famous Boulevard 
drive a splendid view of beautiful Mount © 
Rainier is presented, ever changing, each 
time seemingly more majestic than before. 


POINTS OF INTEREST, PUGET SOUND 


One glorious expanse of calm, picturesque 
water is the great inland sea known as Puget 
Sound, extending from the Strait Juan de 
Fuca far into the interior of the state of 
Washington. If the strait mentioned, to- 
gether with Hood canal and a portion of the 
Strait of Georgia, are included, nearly 2,000 
miles of mirrorlike surface are encompassed 
within the green wooded shore lines of as 
many lineal miles. These waters reach in 
every direction, reflecting in their depths 
sometimes the lofty mountains, at other times 
gardens and farms of unusual attractiveness, 
and again the modern cities located upon 
their shores. : 

Almost everywhere are to be seen pretty 
emerald isles, while tree-bedecked peninsulas 
shelter hundreds of cuddling coves. Near the 
dividing shore line the “tide lands” reach out 
and supply a sort of neutral ground, enjoyed 
now by the clam digger or oyster culturist, 
and again claimed by the enveloping waters. 
Occasionally rock bluffs or promontories stand 
boldly out of the water and command the view 
for miles in every direction. 

This great sea is not locked away behind 
impenetrable bulwarks of mountain walls, like 
so many ‘of nature’s wonders, but is at the 


very door of the people and enjoyed by them. 
The largest ocean liners ride here safe from 
the storms that sometimes pound against the 
outer coast line, for its waters compose one 
great harbor protected by the forests and 
mountains. One may see Uncle Sam’s power- 
ful fighting machines almost any day steam- 
ing toward Bremerton, one of the U. S. naval 
stations, where the largest dry dock owned 
by the government is located, and again upon 
its smooth surface glides the yacht, the motor 
launch, and even the venturesome canoe. 
Here, too, conditions are ideal for the college 
regatta and for the difficult feats of the hydro- 
plane, and during festive days many impor- — 
tant events are pulled off. Special summer- — 
time excursions are made from the metropoli- 
tan centers to all the principal points of inter- 
est on Puget sound and to the cities of British 
Columbia and Alaska. 

Not in the lifetime of an individual was this 
great pleasure resort created. Ages elapsed, 
say geologists, between the rising of the 
waters that “drowned” the river once flowing 
where now the Sound reposes and the advent 
of the glaciers which deposited the fertile 
sediment to nourish the luxuriant growth 
appearing on every hand.

Bellingham (pop. 35,000, alt. 60 ft.) is known 
to many tourists as “the city of beautiful

sunsets.” It is the metropolis of northwest 
Washington. With Mt. Baker, the Cascade 
Mts. and numerous mountain streams on the 
east and the beautiful San Juan islands and 
Puget sound on the west, it is a scenic center 
for thousands of tourists annually. The won- 
derful Chuckanut drive, described as “the 
most wonderful marine drive in America,” is 
a part of the Pacific highway on the south. 

Another interesting sight is the United 
States government bulb farm, where the tour- 
ist may see acres and acres of Holland bulbs 
of all colors in blossom during the early spring 
and summer months. Tulips, hyacinths and 
narcissi, of many varieties and of the richest 
colors, bloom on every hand. Bellingham 
is also a city of parks. Scattered throughout 
the city are 145 acres of beautiful, natural 
parked scenery. 

On Sehome Hill is the Bellingham state 
normal school, the largest normal in the state. 
From here is obtained a beautiful view of the

tains has but recently been discovered in the 
Rainier forest reserve. 
The Yakima valley is irrigated practically 
its entire length and is pronounced by the 
federal reclamation office to be one of the 
finest examples of an artificially watered 
country on the continent. In this valley, 
where was. once nothing but sage brush and 
bunch grass, is now irrigable land enough 
to support a million people. Less than a third 
of this is at present cultivated and watered 
from small canals built by private capital 
and from the two largest ones in the state 
constructed by the United States reclamation 
service. A journey along the banks of these 
\canals or the Yakima river unfolds a pano- 
\rama of unusual breadth and interest. Im- 
pressive is the sight in springtime when fruit 
|trees are all in bloom and the “blossom fes- 
tival,” participated in by 100,000 people, is 
ushered in the full tide of that glad season, 
or in autumn, when deeper touches of color 
mark an immense crop ready for the har- 
vester. 

The south half of Yakima valley constitutes 
the Indian reservation, where the Yakima 
tribes dwell peacefully by the side of the 


whites, tilling the soil and occasionally en- 
tertaining the people with a “round up” or 
wild west show. 

At Fort Simcoe, which was the Headquarters 
of General U. S. Grant during the Indian 
campaigns of the fifties, are four buildings 
built by the United States government in 
Maine, knocked down, shipped ‘around the 
horn” and up the Columbia river to Cascade 
Locks below The Dalles, Ore., and thence 
packed into Fort Simcoe on mule back. The 
expense of this proceeding to the federal gov- 
ernment was $225,000. One of the buildings 
which was occupied by General Grant as his 
residence, is still in active use as the home of 
the Indian agent of the Yakima reservation. 
This house alone cost $156,000 of the total 
outlay. 

Fort Simcoe is seven miles beyond White 
Swan. At White Swan is the first church of 
the district, built by the Indians for the early 
missionaries in 1872. It is well preserved. Two 
stone monuments commemorating ‘“‘The Bat- 
tle of the Two Buttes,” one erected by the 
Indians and the other by the present resi- 
dents of Yakima, are to be seen at Union Gap 
(formerly known as Old Yakima City).

POINTS OF INTEREST, TACOMA, WASH. 


Tacoma (pop. 142,447, alt. 110 ft.) is located 
on one of the most beautiful sections of Puget 
sound, 80 miles from the Pacific coast and 23 
miles southwest of Seattle. It occupies a site 
of rare beauty and commands a magnificent 
view of Mount Tacoma, which towers into the 
heavens 14,408 feet, 60 miles east of the city. 

Tacoma has one of the finest natural har- 
bors on the Pacific coast and affords superior 
shipping facilities for handling and transact- 
ing shipping business. There are six miles 
of lineal water frontage in front of the city 
and wharfage space of 950,000 square feet. 
Here ships from all parts of the world load 
and unload. The city ships more flour and 
lumber than any other port on the coast. 

It also has extensive ship building and a 
great diversified line of manufacturing. The 
lumber mills alone employ more than 5,000 
men and have a daily output of 5,000,000 feet. 
For the motorist the city holds many points 
of interest and stands as a gateway to all 
’ the scenic wonders of the Puget sound, in- 
cluding Mount Tacoma and the Rainier na- 
tional park. In the city is Point Defiance 
park, renowned for its natural and artificial 
beauty, its many acres of virgin forest, its 
zoo and flowers, its public camping site and 
boating facilities. The mammoth open air 
stadium, seating 30,000 people, and the state 
historical building near it, stand out as two 
of the most important items of interest in 
the Pacific northwest. Added to these are 


_ camping. 


Wright park, Tacoma smelter, with the tallest 
smokestack in the world, American lake and 
the largest military cantonment camp, Steila- 
coom and Gravelly lakes. Tacoma is also 
proud of having two of the most modern high 
school buildings in the United States, Annie 
Wright seminary, the College of Puget Sound, 
Pacific Lutheran university and the Ferry 
museum. The Tacoma speedway, where the 
most famous automobile racers in America 
compete annually in the Fourth of July 
classic, is a special attraction. 

Aside from more than 100 miles of paved 
streets and boulevards within the city limits, 
roads radiate in all directions. The direct 
road, and one of the grandest of all scenic 
routes in the United States, starts from 
Tacoma and leads to Mount Tacoma and the 
Rainier national park. Within four hours 
one may drive with ease from Puget sound 
to the snout of Nisqually glacier, a gigantic 
wall of ice 300 feet high, and in another hour 
to Paradise valley, an elevation of 5,600 feet 
above the sea. Twelve miles from the city 
is the old town of Steilacoom, once a fort, 
and the first white settlement in the north- 
west. 

The Metropolitan park district of Tacoma 
invites motorists to use Manitou park for 
It lies one-half mile from the Pa- 
cific highway, at South Tacoma. Here are 
free camping sites, free water, tables, picnic 
stoves, fuel and comfort stations. 


QUICKEST AND Best Way To SEE THE City. 


Entering Tacoma, either from the north or 
south, the motorist passes thru much of the 
manufacturing and wholesale districts and 
along either of the principal streets, Pacific 
avenue or Broadway.

There are many glaciers as large and larger, 
but they are little known because so. hard to 
reach. -The department of the interior has 
now completed trails around the great ice 
mountain, and all of these glaciers are ac- 
cessible on horseback. An excellent new hotel 
and a camp adjoining it has been completed 
at Paradise valley and is able to accommodate 
a large gathering of people. The motorist will 
find accommodations for as many days as he 
cares to spend. Certainly he should put up 
his car over one night, at least, so as to see 
the great mountain at sunset and at sunrise. 
A trip on horseback over some of these trails 
is an experience which never will. be forgot- 
ten. The greatest feat of all is the ascent of 
the mountain. This can be dore in one day, 
but it is a hard climb. Thecliinber if he is 
wise, will cover his face with a preparation 
manufactured for the purpose, to protect it 
from painful sunburn. The trip is not recom- 
mended except to experienced mountain climb- 
ers. 


But those who have no desire to climb the 
mountain may still find a day, or two days, at 
Mt, Rainier National park an unforgettable 
experience. They may view the great glaciers 
at close range from gardens of wild flowers, 
exceeding in beauty and variety and richness 
any others, probably, in the United States. 
John Muir says that the sub-glacial wild 
flower gardens of Mt. Rainiér are unexcelled 
in the world. 


Many interesting things might be told of 
these glaciers were there space.. For example, 
several species of minute insects live in the 
ice, hopping about like tiny fleas. They are 
harder to see than the so-called sand fleas at 
the seashore, because much smaller. Slender, 
dark brown worms live in countless millions 
in the surface ice. Microscopic rose-colored 
plants also thrive in such great numbers that 
they tint the surface here and there, making 
_ what is commonly called red snow. 


Mt. Rainier lies about 56 miles southwest of 
the city of Tacoma. The national park is a 
rectangle, approximately 18 miles square. The 
- mountain is surrounded by ridges which are 
themselves of no mean height. They rise 
3,000 to 4,000 feet above the valley that cuts 
thru them, and their crests average 6,000 feet 
in altitude. 


- But so colossal are the proportions of the 
great volcano that they dwarf even mountains 
of this size and give them the appearance of 
mere foothills. In size, Mt. Rainier is second 
in the United States. The summit, which 
once was supposed to be the ‘highest point in 
the United States, still bears the protid nam 
of Columbia Crest. It is essentially a huge 
snowdrift, or snow dune, heaped up by the 


furious westerly winds. j 


Six great glaciers appear to originate at the 
very summit. They are the Nisqually, the In- 


graham, the Emmons, the Winthrop, the Ta- ~ 


homa and the Kautz glaciers. But many of 
great size and stateliness are born of the 
snows in rock pockets or cirques, ice sculp- 
tured bowls of great dimensions and ever- 
increasing depth. The most distinguished 
of these are the Cowlitz, the Paradise, the 
Frying Pan, the Carbon, the Russel, the North 
and South Mowich, the Puyallup and the 
Pyramid glaciers. 

Each glacier, whether 
bright summit or in vast springlike cirques, 
begins in immaculate snow. A thousand feet 
or so below it obtains sufficient density and 
weight to acquire movement. Here, looking 
down into a crevice, one sees nothing but 


originating at the 


clean snow piled in layers; this presently be- 


comes compacted and loosely granular snow, 
called neve in the Swiss Alps. Gradually, as 
the current creeps along, it compacts, under 
the pressure and the surface melting, into 
hard, dense blue ice. 

The lower altitudes of the park are densely 


timbered with fir, cedar, hemlock, maple. al- 
der, cottonwood and spruce. The forested 


areas, extending to an altitude of about 6,500. 


feet, gradually decrease in density of growth 
after an altitude of 4,000 feet is reached, and 
the high, broad plateaus between the glacial 
canyons present incomparable scenes of di- 
versified beauty. 


In planning to stop at Mt. Rainier a day 
or more on your motor trip, you should be 
sure that you have in advance warm clothing. 
Particular attention should be given to the 
footwear to be worn upon the glaciers after 
leaving hotel or camp. Medium weight shoes, 
into the soles of which a plentiful supply of 
hobnails have been driven, will suffice for 
much the larger number of people, but those 
who intend to indulge in real ice-climbing 
should provide themselves as well, with calks. 
If, however, you expect to employ the services 
of guides, which is always advisable, the 
guides will provide the calks, alpine stocks, 
colored glasses and face paints necessary for 
trips over the snow mountains. 


Many motorists now go into Mt. Rainier 
National park with camp equipment, prepared 
to take care of themselves for as long as they 
choose to stay. There are grocery stores at 


Ashford and Longmier Springs where provi: 


sions may be purchased. 


There is probably no

*Vancouver, Wash. (pop. 18,000, alt. 73 ft.), 
is located on the beautiful Columbia river; it 
is the county seat of Clarke county. . Here 
we find the West’s principal. prune orchards. 
~ Vancouver barracks, one of the largest army 
posts in the Northwest, is located within three 
or four blocks of the business district of the 
city of Vancouver. It comprises a splendid 
reservation of over 800 acres. Splendid roads 
wend their way all thru this old historic post, 
and thousands of people from all over the 
U.S. visit this spot annually. 

Vancouver barracks had its beginning in 
1824 as a fur trading station of the old Hud- 
son Bay company, and at that time consisted 
of but a few acres of ground enclosed by ‘a 
strong stockade as protection against the 
Indians.

In 1855 records show the name of 


Fort Vancouver attached in’ honor of George 


Vancouver, the English | navigator and dis- 
coverer of Vancouver island. One log house 
of that time still remains, being now uséd as 
the Officers’ club. In a part of the present 
reservation stands an old apple tree, and a 
sign tells its history: ‘‘The oldest apple 
tree in the Northwest, raised from ‘seeds 
brought from -London, England, and’ planted 
in 1826 by the Hudson Bay Co.” 

Two monstrous wonder bridges are ‘idcated 
at Vancouver, one being the interstate bridge, 
connecting Clarke county of Washington with — 
Multnomah county of Oregon. Large ship- 
building plants may be seen near this bridge. 
The state school for the deaf, state school for 
the blind, and a large academy for young 
girls are also located here.

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POINTS OF INTEREST, ABERDEEN, WASH. 


Aberdeen (pop. 17,000, alt. 10 ft.), situated on 
the north shore of Grays Harbor, is connected 
by electric interurban with Hoquiam and 
forms the gateway to the Olympics by the 
southern route. It has very large lumbering, 
wood-working and fishing industries. Near 
by are some of the largest trees in the state. 
Splendid highways lead in various directions, 


while the broad, firm ocean beaches a short 
distance away offer miles of excellent moter 
race tracks. A trip around the harbor, visit- 
ing Whaling Station, Government jetty and 
lighthouse, and an inspection of the crab 
fisheries would prove most interesting to the 
tourist. 


POINTS OF INTEREST, HOQUIAM, WASH. 


Hoquiam (pop. 10,112, alt. 10 ft.) is located 
on Gray’s harbor, on the west coast of Wash- 
ington, about 14 miles from the Pacific ocean. 
It is the most westerly city in the United 
States and is the home of the largest logging 
camps in the world and the largest lumber 
mills of the west. One lumber mill has a 
daily output of 750,000 ft. The largest cir- 
cular saws in the world (@ ft. in diameter) 
are operated here in cutting the great red 
cedar logs. A spruce log brought to a local 
mill in June 1920, has been placed on exhibit 
for the benefit of tourists. Shipbuilding is 
one of the main industries. 

Leaving the city of Hoquiam on the Olympic 
highway, fine automobile roads lead north- 
ward to the famous ocean beaches, a distance 
of 23 miles. 

Lake Quinault is at the present time the 
end of this branch of the highway. This lake 
nestles away in the Olympic mountains and 
has been termed by many as “the gem of 
mountain lakes.’”?

POINTS OF INTEREST, SPOKANE, WASH. 


Spokane (pop. 104,437, alt. 1,891 ft.), situ- 
ated on the Spokane river, is the commercial 
and financial center of a large area rich in 
agriculture, fruit, livestock, lumber and min- 
erals. The city was first settled in 1872, and 
it has since seen much of the romantic fron- 
tier life characteristic of the great Oregon 
territory of which it was a part. Not far dis- 
tant was fought the famous Steptoe battle 
with the Indians, the battlefield now being 
marked with a monument on Steptoe butte. It 
was also close to this city that Colonel George 
Wright waged his victorious fight with the 
red men, and this event is fittingly com- 
memorated by the army post at Spokane, Fort 
George Wright. 

To the south of Spokane is found the his- 
toric Lewis and Clark trail, while a little to 
the west of the city is located the Grand 
coulee, conceded to be one of the greatest 
geological wonders of this continent. 

This picturesque coulee is the old bed of 
the great Columbia river, whose course was 
changed thru some act of nature. The tourist 
will find good roads and many wonderful 
sights in the coulee. 

Spokane stands unique as the only great 
city with a mountain waterfall in the very 
heart of the downtown district. Beside the 
very walls of the skyscrapers the river 
plunges over rocky leaps in a cascade of 
foam. Splendid roads run in every direction 
from the city, and beautiful drives invite 
tthe motorist on every side. At eventide the 
Sunset boulevard, gliding mile after mile into 


the declining sun, makes a trip never to be 
forgotten, while in the vigorous air of morn- 
ing -you may ride in the opposite direction — 
along the smooth Apple way, thru miles of 
bearing orchards to the Idaho line and into 
the land of mountain lakes. Away to the 
north runs the Waikiki road by the Little 
Spokane river and the country club to the 
mountain valleys beyond. The great Coeur 


‘d’Alene silver lead mines and the Long Lake 


power plant, with one of the highest spillway 
dams .in the world, are other interesting 
points to the so-called “Green Summer Play- 
ground of America,’”’ and there are more than 
three score of small lakes, within easy driv- 
ing distance, over good auto roads, to at- 
tract the tourist and camper. 

Visitors are strongly recommended to make 
the ascent of Mount Spokane, which overlooks 
the city. Excellent motor roads lead to the 
foot of the mountain and wind up its flanks 
almost to the grassy peak 6,000 feet above sea 
level. A wonderful panorama is outspread 
from this altitude. The view is unobstructed 
in every direction and the visitor is amply 
compensated for the time devoted to the ex- 
cursion. — 

Spokane has a well-equipped motor tourists’ 
camp picturesquely located on the banks of 
Hangman creek, three minutes run by mo- 
tor from the retail district and charmingly 
located amid the pine trees. All conveniences 
are provided and the camp makes a pleasant 
headquarters for tourists who desire to tarry 
in the Inland Empire.

*Coeur d’Alene, Ida. (pop. 8,000, alt. 2,157 ft.), 
is the county seat of Kootenai county. Incor- 
porated as a village in 1887, it made little 
growth until 1900, remaining a village of about 
500, and known principally on account of being 
the location of old Fort Sherman, a govern- 
ment military post. About the year 1900, how- 
ever, the great white pine forests and other 
natural resources surrounding and tributary 
to Coeur d’Alene, as well as the natural ad- 
vantages of its location, began to be known, 
causing the population to increase until it 
reached a gain of over 1,300 per cent in ten 
years, 

On account of its beautiful location at the 
base of the Coeur d’Alene mountain range, 
sa part of the great Rocky divide, the adjoin- 
ing lake and its picturesque setting, its steam- 
boat lines and railroad facilities, the city has 
become known as a summer resort, and is 
visited by thousands yearly. The great trans- 
continental highway, adopted by the Yellow- 


stone trail and the National parks highway, 
passes through the city, and automobile tour- 
ists stop over to enjoy the commodious free 
camping grounds, fishing, boating, bathing, 
and other recreations, as they speed across 
the country. This highway, to the east of 
the city, for a distance of 18 miles thru the 
famous Fourth-of-July canyon, is being con- 
structed into a first-class thorofare, on a 
maximum grade of 5 per cent. Winding its 
way around the shores of Lake Coeur d’Alene, 
thru mountains, valleys, and canyon, travel- 
ers will find it most delightful and scenic. 

Lake Coeur d’Alene is. approximately 30 
miles in length, with an average width of 2% 
miles, its outlet being the Spokane river. It 
has an enormous shore line, owing to the 
many arms, or bays, extending in every di- 
rection, and the shores are lined with hand- 
some summer cottages. The Coeur d’Alene 
and St. Joe rivers, emptying into the lake, 
are each navigable for 30 miles from their 
mouths. and the Spokane river is navigable.

*Lewiston, Ida. (pop. 10,000, alt. 647 ft.), a 
banking city and the county seat of Nez Perce 
county, is located at the junction of the Snake 
and Clearwater rivers. It is connected by a 
bridge over the Snake river with Clarkston, 
Wash. The Snake river is the largest branch 
of the Columbia and rises in the southern part 
of the Yellowstone National park. It trav- 
erseSs a mountainous country, with its bed 
incised in places 100 to 400 feet, and largely in 
vast superimposed sheets of lava. Naviga- 
tion in these canyon courses, likewise else- 
where, is obstructed by rapids and falls so 
that continuous navigation for steamboats can 
only be had as far as Lewiston, and this city 
claims the distinction of being the farthest 
point inland on the Pacific coast having di- 


rect steamboat navigation with the sea. The 


Jargest falls of this river are the Shoshone 


Falls. Lewiston is the center of a great hor- 
ticultural, agricultural, live stock, lumber and 
mining industry. It is the converging point 
of the Idaho and ey eshaneign state highway 
systems. 

The Lewiston Hill state highway, which ex- 
tends from Lewiston to the summit of Lew- 
iston hill, reaching the Palouse plateau, is 
nine miles long, has a maximum grade of 
five per cent and affords a range of vision of 
110 miles. 

Lewiston maintains a splendid free camp- 
ing ground for tourists, equipped with water, 
wood, light, phone, sanitary plumbing facili- ;

*Moscow, Ida. (pop. 5,000, alt. 2,700 ft.), was

*Yakima, Wash. (pop. 25,000, alt. 1,057 ft.), is 
the chief city and trade center of the famous 
Yakima valley, conceded to-.be the most pro- 
ductive of the irrigated products developed by 
the United States reclamation service. From 
an area under cultivation of little less than 
300,000 .acres, the agricultural and _ horticul- 
tural products last year were $35,000,000. The 
city has wide, well-shaded streets connecting 
with hard surfaced roads. It is on the Yel- 
lowstone trail and Evergreen highway. 

The approximately 200 
miles. in length and of great scenic and his- 
toric interest thruout. The name is taken 
from the Yakima Indian tribe, who fought 
for possession of the valley in pioneer days 
and whose reservation is now included within 
its bounds. The name Yakima has since been 
attached to the river, mountain range, county 
and city. It was thru this valley that General 
McClellan was~ ordered to proceed to the 
Puget sound country in the fifties, when 
trouble threatened over the Canadian boun- 
dary dispute. A brass field piece which he 
attempted to drag over the Cascade moun- 
tains has but recently been discovered in the 
Rainier forest reserve. 

The Yakima valley is irrigated practically 
its entire length and is pronounced by the 
federal reclamation office to be one of the 
finest examples of an artificially watered 
country on the continent. In this valley, 
where was once nothing but sage brush and 
bunch grass, is now irrigable land: enough 
to support a million people. Less than a third 
of this is at present cultivated and watered 
from small canals built by private capital

It is the county seat 
of the county of the same name, and is in the 
heart of the “Twin Falls Country,” said to 
be one of the best agricultural sections in 
the United States. 

The beautiful Shoshone falls are but five 
miles from the city of Twin Falls. These falls 
are 212 feet high, and in their wonderful set- 
ting are said to excel Niagara for scenic ef- 
fect. Just above the main cataract is Bridal 
Veil falls, and three miles higher are the 
Twin falls.

*Twin Falls, Ida. (pop. 10,000, alt. 3,745 ft.), 
is referred to as the “magic city” by reason 
of the wonderful growth made since 1904, 
when all was in sagebrush. It is the county 
seat of the county of the same name, and is in 
the heart of the “Twin Falls Country,” said 
to be one of the best agricultural sections in 
the United States. 

The beautiful Shoshone falls are but five 
miles from the city of Twin Falls. These 
falls are 212 feet high, and in their wonderful 
setting are said to excel Niagara for scenic 


effect. Just above the main cataract is Bridal 
Veil falls, and three miles higher are the 
Twin falls. At Milner a huge dam has been 


built for the purpose of irrigation. About 
five miles below the Shoshone falls, a little to 
the north of the river, are the picturesque 
Blue lakes, where boating and fishing may be 
enjoyed.

*Brigham, Utah (pop. 6,000, alt. 4,305 ft.), is 
situated at the western base of the Wasatch 
mountains, 20 miles north of Ogden and near 
the northern shore of Great Salt Lake. It is 
noted for its peaches. In summer the town 
is almost. completely hidden beneath peach 
trees, which grow luxuriantly, because every 
street has its irrigating ditch running the 
entire length of the street. Since 1907 Brig- 
ham celebrated “peach day” early in Sep- 
tember. On that day free: peaches, and 
melons are given to the thousands of visitors 
to the town. Tomatoes are also grown in 
large quantities and a factory near the sta- 
tions cans in the height of the season 60-75 
cars of tomatoes a day. Brigham was settled 
in 1853 and was named for Brigham Young.

it took 40 years to construct at a cost of 
over $4,000,000, and the Assembly hall, devoted 
to divine service with a seating capacity of 
3,000 people. These are wonderful and inter- 
esting buildings, one and all. With the ex 
ception of St. Patrick’s cathedral, in New 
York city, the Temple is said to be the grand- 
est and costliest ecclesiastical structure in 
this country. It is 200 feet long, 100 feet 
wide, 100 feet high, with four spires—one at 
each corner—rising 220 feet. The walls are 10 
feet thick, and no mortar or plaster was used 
in the construction. The sacred rituals and 
ceremonies of the Mormon church are per- 
formed in this edifice and only members of 
the church may enter its doors. The Taber- 
nacle is open to the public and free organ 
recitals are given here every day at noon 
from the middle of April until August Ist. 
This is a treat that should be taken advantage 
of by every visitor to the city. The organ, 
built under the supervision of Brigham 
‘Young, contains 5,500 pipes ranging from two 
inches to 32 feet in length and capable of 400 
tonal variations. 

Near the Temple is the Bee Hive and Lion 
house, where Young and several of his wives 
lived, and the Amelia palace or Gardo house, 
the former residence of Young’s favorite wife. 
‘The Bee Hive house is now the officia! resi- 
dence of the president of the Mormon church, 


the Lion house has been turned over for the 


use of the church societies, and the Amelia 
palace is now used by the L. D. S. university. 
In this vicinity also is the old Salt Lake 
theater, second oldest theater in the U. S., 
and reported to be the only one in America 
which has not been reconstructed. The tim- 
bers supporting the floor were rough hewn 
and still retain the bark. Nearby is the pub- 
lic library, the Alta club, University club and 
the Eagle gate, which was the old toll gate. 
Opposite Temple square are buildings hous- 
ing various executive offices of the Mormon 
church, and the Latter Day Saints’ univer- 
sity, and in the immediate neighborhood is 
Zion’s co-operative mercantile institution, the 
Mormon’s great department store. 

Other buildings and institutions of note are 
the capitol, the city and county buildings, 
penitentiary, museum, exposition buildings, 
and the University of Utah. The business 
blocks are substantial and imposing, and 
while Salt Lake city’s manufacturing indus- 
tries are not of first importance, thru its 
central position the city has acquired marked 
renown as a trade distributing point for a 
vast mineral, agricultural and stock raising 
region. The residence sections occupy the 
mountain benches, once the shores of a great 
inland sea known to geologists and scientists 
as “Lake Bonneville,” from which, ages ago, 
the waters receded until they settled in the 


basin of the Great Salt lake, 16 miles from 
the city. Of its parks, Liberty is the largest, 
This was the former farm of Brigham Young. 
Pioneer square is a pretty little park, mark- 
ing the place where the pioneers camped their 
first night on the site of what is now Salt 
Lake after coming thru a rift in the moun- 
tains now known as 
which canyon is reached by auto, just a short 
distance away. 


Great Salt lake is a big attraction. On its 


shores, at Saltair, sea bathing may be en- 
joyed in a mountain altitude, and most of the 
joys of Coney island can be had on the “‘board 
walk.” One of the largest dancing pavilions 
in the world is located here. The lake is 40 
miles wide by 80 miles long. The water is 
23 per cent salt and so heavy that a person 
not knowing how to swim can float on it 
like a chip. It is delightfully exhilarating. 
This lake has no outlet. It encloses several 
islands which are inhabited by birds and buf- 
falo. Altho the lake is so salty, the islands 
have fresh water springs that rival the drink- 
ing water of Salt Lake city. 

John C. Fremont was the first man to navi- 
gate the waters of this strange lake, in 1842, 
on his way to Oregon. He set out in a rubber 


boat from the mouth of the Weber river with 


the nearest island as his goal. This he found 


_to be a desolate rock, 14 miles in circumfer- 


ence, and he named it Disappointment island, 
it later being called Fremont’s island. 
From Ensign park, the northern boundary 


_of the city, a wonderful panoramic view of the 


surrounding country is obtained. Before the 
promontory, on an elevation overlooking the 
city, the beautiful new Utah state capitol 
arises, built of Utah granite at a cost of 
$2,500,000; to the west the Oquirrh mountains 
extend toward the heavens, ore mills and rail- 
road tracks perched on their sides, and to the 
northwest spreads the light green les of 
the Dead Sea of America. 

The attractions of Salt Lake city are so 
manifold that lack of space forbids us to ade- 
quately describe or even mention many of 
them. However, for the tourist who wishes 
to see the most important and interesting 
points in addition to the foregoing, we might 
mention the City Creek canyon, easily reached 
by foot or auto from the center of the city; 
Big and Little Cottonwood canyons, and the 
hot pots at Heber. 

Bingham, ‘Where ‘Copper is King,’ claims 
a special attraction, as the world’s: second 
greatest mining camp. It is situated 25 miles 
south of Salt Lake and is reached by one of 
the most unique lines in the world, it being 
practically a town hung up on the side of the 
mountain; 2,000 men are employed digging out 
the copper ore, and something like $65,000 
profit is banked by the Utah Copper company 
every day.

*Evanston, Wyo. (pop. 3,500, alt. 6,754 ft.), 
capital. of Uinta. county, is the center of a 
sheep raising and coal mining section. It 
was founded in 1870 with the coming of the 
Union Pacific railway. It boasts of a $245,000 
postoffice and is the site of a state insane 
asylum. 

*Ft. Bridger, Wyo., was established as a 
trading post in 1843 and as military post on 
the Overland trail in 1858. It is beautifully 
located on the Black Fork of the Green river, 
which passes the fort in several channels. It 
is a most interesting historical spot and was 
at the time of its foundation a veritable oasis 
in the desert. Outlines of Jim Bridger’s old 
stockade still remain, parts of the old Mor- 


mon wall, Judge Carter’s old store, once con- 
sidered the best west of the Missouri river, 
the old guardhouse built by Sidney Johnson, 
the Pony Express stable, and many other in- 
teresting relics, affording great attraction to 
the tourists passing through Ft. Bridger. A 
side trip of 25 miles due south from the town 
takes one into the Wasatch national forest, 
one of the least known but most beautiful 
of the national playgrounds. The mountains 
are heavily timbered and numerous brooks 
and rivers furnish fine trout fishing in season. 
The roads are not boulevards but a good 
driver will have no trouble getting up to 
the edge of the timber.

*Greenriver, Wyo. (pop. 2,500, alt. 6,097 
ft.), was in the early days an important stage 
station on the Overland route. The town re- 
ceived its name from the color of the river, 
which was called “Seeds-ka-dee” by the In- 
dians and which means “green river.” The 
clear mountain water flowing over green 
shale imparts a beautiful green color from the 
lightest to the deepest tints, according to 
the depth of the water. Castle Rock, above 
and back of the town, is a picturesque sight, 
as are also The Giant Palisades, The Camel, 
Giant’s Club and Tea-Kettle Rock, and the 
Old Man’s Face rock, which is clearly fea- 
tured against the southern horizon. The 
gigantic tcell-gate, guarding the entrance to 
Palisade park, was hewn out by Mormon 
pioneers to allow passage through the rugged 
country 2s well as to afford access to the 
park. 

Greenriver is a railroad division point with 
headquarters, office, machine shop and round- 
house equipment. It is the county seat of 
Sweetwater County. In this vicinity large 
potash deposits are found and development 


was begun as a result of the cessation of 
German potash supply due to the world war. 
A million dollar plant is now in operation 
working the deposits. ; 

“Rock Springs, Wyo. (pop. 8,000, alt. 6,265 
ft.), has within its bounds some of the largest 
coal mines on the Union Pacific system, and 
to those interested in this line of work a visit 
to these mining plants would prove pleasant 
and instructive. 

The name Rock Springs is somewhat of a 
misnomer, as the town is really situated in 
the midst of a desert country and its supply 
of water is pumped from the Green river, a 
distance of 15 miles. The name originated 
from some springs oozing out of the sand 
rock formation and where an overland stage 
headquarters was established antedating the 
railroad. On this old trail, just outside the 
town limits, may be seen the graves of forty- 
niners who gave up the quest for gold on 
the Wyoming desert and whose memory and 
names alone remain thru the rude inscrip- 
tions on sandstone rocks.

The Pathfinder dam across the Platte river, 
one of the greatest government projects, is 
located about 55 miles northeast, with a good 
road leading to it from either Medicine Bow 
or Hanna. 

In the early days Rawlins was the supply 
point for 200 miles both north and south and 
headquarters for troops sent by the U. S. to 
stop the Indian outbreaks during the Meeker 
massacre in 1879. Like the majority of other 
western towns, it had its notorious characters 
in those days, which the old-timer still likes 
to tell of.

There are numerous scenic points in the 
Hot Springs reservation, including Monu- 
ment Hill and the suspension bridge over 
Rainbow cliffs, where the waters of the 
springs find their way into the Big Horn 
river in a blaze of color.

Pocatello (pop.. 15,000, alt. 4,461 ft.) is the 
seat of Bannock county and the second largest 
city in the state. It is situated in the center 
of that portion of the Fort Hall Indian reserva- 
tion thrown open to public entry in 1902. In 
the early days it was a trading and fur post. 
Today there are 50 wholesale. plants here 
doing an annual business of $7,000,000. It is 
the railroad terminal for six divisions, has 
complete construction and repair shops cost- 
ing over five million dollars and a monthly 
railroad pay roll of $405,000.00. The govern- 
ment has just recently completed, at a cost 
of more than. a million dollars, one of the 
finest irrigation systems in the West, for 
the irrigation of a large tract of land lying 
adjacent to the city.

4,600 ft.), is 
situated on two plateaus, one above the other 
at the base of the mighty Wasatch range. 
Dairying and agriculture-are the principal in- 
' dustries and the country takes pride in its 
many pure-bred herds of cattle, the Holstein 
and Jersey predominating. Some of the finest 
hard grains in the world are also said to be 
raised on the dry farms in Cache county. 
Logan is an important educational center, 
having among its institutions of learning the 
Utah state agricultural college, Brigham 
Young college and New Jersey academy. 
Logan temple, standing on the brow of the 
plateau just east of the business section, is 
a wonderful and interesting structure which 
attracts the attention upon first entering 
the valley.

*Fort Hall, Ida. (pop. 1,900, alt. 4,444 ft.), is 
an Indian agency. The training school is lo- 
cated one mile south of the city and can be 
seen to the east of the Utah-Idaho-Yellow- 


stone highway. Vocational and academic in- 
structions are given here to the Indians, who 
are kept at the school from Sept. 1 to June 30 
each year. The Indians of the agency farm 
about 10,000 acres of irrigable land annually 
and sell about $60,000 worth of cattle. The 
main irrigation canal is crossed by the high- 
way two miles south of Fort Hall. The old 
Hudson Bay trading post, which was the first 
settlement in Idaho and probably the oldest 
west of the Rockies, was located 10 miles west 
of the agency in the Snake river bottoms. All 
that now remains of it are the mounds of 
earth where stood the old adobe buildings. 
*Blackfoot, Ida. (pop. 5,000, alt. 4,503 ft.), 
located at a point about eight miles north 
from the place where Blackfoot river and the 
Great Snake river join. It is just one mile 
north of the Fort Hall reservation and is one 
of the principal trading points of the Indians.

*Idaho Falls, Ida. (pop. 10,000, alt. 4,708 ft.), 
the county seat of Booneville county, and the 
commercial and geographical center of the 
irrigated district of the Upper Snake river 
valley, is the largest town in the county and 
valley.

To 
the south of the city lies the famous Bitter 
Root valley thru which Lewis and Clark 
passed on their way to the western coast.

Kalispell (pop. 7,000, alt. 2946 ft.) is the 
largest town in the Flathead valley and is the 
doorway city to the west entrance of Glacier 
National park. This section is noted for its 
wonderful scenic attractions and the fertility 
of its soil. Its fruit and grains and grasses 
have taken first prizes at many of the big 
land shows throughout the U. S. Flathead 
lake, which is in close proximity, is the larg- 
est body of fresh water west of the Great 
lakes. It has an area of 360 square miles and 
a shore line of over 500 miles.

and made the Anaconda mine famous the 
world over. Since the time of its location, 
twelve hundred million dollars in mineral 
have been taken from this hill, and from 
the lowly little western mining camp Butte 
has grown until today it stands the largest 
city between Minneapolis and Spokane and 
the leading business and railroad center of 
the Rocky mountain northwest. 

Thru the middle of the valley, between 
Timber Butte mountain and the city proper, 
runs Silver Bow creek, and from the banks 
of the creek extends the city of Butte. West- 
ward against the horizon stands Big Butte 
mountain,.a relic of volcanic days, affording 
.a delightful climb and stamped with a giant 
white letter “M,” placed there by a School of 
" Mines graduating class many years ago. Also 
to the west, elevated against the skyline, 
stands the Montana state school of mines. 
To the east, nestled among the foothills of 
the Roekies are Columbia Gardens, Butte’s 
great purk and pleasure ground. Lake Avoca 
and the new home of the Butte country club 
are other points of interest. 

The Lewis and Clark national monument is 


located within a mile of a station on the 
Northern Pacific railway, called Cavern, about 
45 miles southwest from Butte. It is of great 
historic interest because it overlooks, for a 
distance of over 50 miles, the trail of Lewis 
and Clark along the Jefferson river. The walls 
of the cavern are magnificently decorated with 
stalacite and stalagmite formations of great 
variety in form, color and size.’ The cavern 
equals the well-known Luray. caves of Vir- 
ginia. 

The various chambers in the cave have 
been explored to a distance of 700 feet hori- 
zontally and 350 feet vertically; there are 
many openings and passages which never 
have been explored. The mouths of the cav- 
erns are 1,300 feet above the railroad. There 
are two entrances about 125 feet apart. The 
smaller, about six feet in diameter, cannot be 
ased without ropes. From the main entrance 
broad stairs lead irregularly down about 175 
feet. Small, tortuous passages and ladders 
carry the venturesome visitor into the depths.

present city. The old town was’ merely a 
collection of rude log cabins, a saloon, post- 
office, dance hall, blacksmith shop and small 
school house. It was for thirty years the 
gathering place of the ranchers in this sec- 
tion of ‘the country, and an annual roundup 
of cattle was held on the flat where the pres- 
ent city now stands—hence the name. The 
little old settlement with its interesting and 
historic associations still stands about as in 
the past, altho it is no longer the scene of 
any activity. Roundup is richly underlaid 
with coal and surrounded by a vast expanse 
of grazing and agricultural land. Oil has 
recently been discovered in this vicinity and 
more than twenty wells are now ‘in process 


of drilling in the county.

POINTS OF INTEREST, GLACIER NATIONAL PARK. 


Glacier National park in N. W. Montana en- 
closes more than 1,400 square miles of the 
noblest mountain scenery in America. It 
derives its names from its 60 small glaciers. 
Its scenery differs strikingly from any other 
in the world. Ice-clad Rainier, mysterious 
Crater lake, spouting Yellowstone, exquisite 
Yosemite, Sequoia—to each of these and to 
all other of our national parks, Glacier offers 
a highly individualized contrast. This differ. 
ence originates in two causes, the character 
of the rock expand and its extreme age. It 
is a land of immense rocky cirques, jagged 


walls, enormous precipices and lakes of wild, 
‘romantic. beauty. 


To define Glacier National park, picture to. 


yourself two approaching chains of vast tum- 
bled mountains which pass the Continental 
Divide back and forth between them in worm- 
like twistings, which bear living glaciers in 
every hollow of their loftiest convolutions, 
which break precipitously thousands of feet 
lower to mountain masses, which, in their 
turn, bear innumerable lakes of unbelievable 
calm, offspring of the glaciers above; these 
lakes, in their turn, giving birth to roaring 
rivers of icy water, leaping turbulently from 
level to level, carving innumerable sculptured 
gorges of grandeur and indescribable beauty. 


These parallel mountain masses form a cen- 
tral backbone for the national park. Their 
western sides slope from the summit less pre- 
cipitously. Their eastern sides break abrupt- 
ly. It is on the east that their scenic quality 
becomes titanic. The particular type of beauty 
which differentiates Glacier from the other 
national parks is due to its geological forma- 
tion. Once these rocks which now rise many 
thousands of feet into the air were the bottom 
of an. enormous and very deep sea. They 


“were in fact deposited in mud by this very 


sea, which accounts for their stratification. 
Thousands of centuries ago during the set- 
tling of the earth into its present lines, lateral 
pressure forced this. whole section of the 
Rocky mountains to rise and at this particu- 
lar point to crack. 

The west side of the crack was forced up 
and pushed over the eastern side, creating 
what geologists call a fault. The edge thus 
pushed over probably was many miles in 
thickness. Could a geologist then have ex- 
amined this edge he would have found it 
composed of all the strata representing the 
geological ages which had been created up to 
that period. The bottom of the strata was 
the oldest known rock. Geologists call it the 
Algonkian. In the many thousands of cen- 
turies since this happened the frost and the

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rain have washed away all of the geological 
strata above the Algonkian. That is ‘here ex- 
posed throughout the entire area of the Gla- 
cier National park. It is therefore the oldest 
exposed rock in the world which accounts in 
part for its’ wonderful color and for the 
strange, almost uncanny shape which the 
erosions of the centuries have created. Many 
of these ancient mountains are shaped like a 
keel boat turned upside down; seemingly 
long, sharp edges constitute the top of many 
of the most striking mountains. The soft 
sedimentary character of the rock is respon- 
sible for the diversified and interesting ap- 
pearance of. these mountains, which are 
streaked with deep ledges from top to bot- 
tom. The coloring is varied and remarkably 
vivid. The lowest Algonkian stratum, visi- 
ble on the surface only at the eastern edges 
of the park, is pale blue limestone which 
weathers a brilliant straw yellow. The next 
stratum above is dull green argillite, which 
weathers almost to black. Next comes a 
couple of thousand feet of bright pink ar- 
gillite, which weathers to deep purple. Above 
that is several thousand feet of heavy gray 
limestone streaked with a band of black 
diorite. As these strata sag deeper in the 
middle, the mountains are stratified in slant- 
ing bands of color. 

The ledges are grown with grasses and 
innumerable wild flowers from the bottom up 
to the snow line. Above the snow line the 
Jedges are outlined in snow. Wild goats. in 
huge numbers inhabit these ledges. A trav- 
eler often sees tiny white moving specks 
two and three thousand feet up in the air, 
often apparently over precipitous cliffs. The 
many lakes lie in the hollows of these enor- 
mous precipices and reflect the shadows of 
the mountains. These lakes constitute the 
great glory of the Glacier National park; 
many of them equal in romantic loveliness 
the most celebrated lakes of Switzerland and 
the Canadian Rockies. In fact, many travel- 
ers uphold the claims of Lake McDermott.

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Two Medicine lake, St. Mary lake, Bowman 
lake, Kintla lake and others as distinctly the 
most romantic and beautiful lakes tn the en- 
tire world. ; 

Glacier National park is accessible to the 
motorist on its east side. A fair road enters 
from Glacier Park station of the Great North- 
ern railroad and skirts the east side of the 
park, all the way to Lake McDermott. Branch 
roads enter at Two Medicine and Cut Bank, 
and there is a steamboat line from St. Mary 
lake up to the chalet camp in the heart of the 
Lake McDermott, however, will 
be the Mecca of the motorist. If the motorist 
will see this most remarkable of our national 
parks he must be content to leave his car 
for a few days at Lake McDermott and take 
to horseback or foot travel over the trail. 

The hotel and chalet facilities of Glacier are 
unsurpassed in quality, although they develop 
but a small part of this wonderful area. There 
are two remarkably fine hotels on the east 
side, one at the Glacier Park station, the other 
at Lake McDermott. Excellent chalet camps are 
found at Two Medicine lakes, Cut Bank creek 
and at various points over the Piegan and 
Gunsight passes. There is also a commodious 
and luxurious chalet camp at Upper St. Mary 
lake. On the west side there is an excellent 
hotel on Lake McDonald. 

From Lake McDermott, the ‘scenery sur- 
rounding which is highly sensational, several 
short foot or horseback trips of an unusual 
character can be made within the limit of 
one day. One of these trips is to Iceberg 
lake, which lies in the bottom of a horseshoe 
of rocky walls from two to three thousand 
feet in height. A short glacier ends in the 
lake from which small icebergs continually 
drop off into the water. There are times dur- 
ing midsummer when some parts of this lake 
are almost invisible on account of the floating 
ice. It is a spot of inconceivable wildness. 

Another one-day trip from the Many Glacier 
hotel at Lake McDermott is up the Swift Cur-

rent valley and over the pass to Granite park. 
The trail runs close to thé Swift’Current gla- 
cier and its highest point commands a mag- 
nificent view down the Swift Current valley 
and out upon the Blackfeet-Indian reservation 
far to the east.. At this pass an excellent 
chalet will be found, in Granite park, from 
which one of the few greatest views in this 
continent may be seen. An excellent meal 


may be had at the chalet and shelter sebe the 


night if desired. 

Several other desirable trail trips may be 
had from this point; but the greatest, by far, 
is over the Piegan pass to the head of St. 


-Mary lake and, thereafter, the passage of the 


Gunsight trail across the Continental divide 
to Lake McDonald on the east side. This 
celebrated trail develops some of the most 
spectacular, even sensational scenery, in Gla- 
cier. It passes several spots unequaled for 


wildness anywhere in the Canadian Rockies. 


Lake Ellen Wilson just west.of Gunsight 
pass, with its frothing cascades eighteen hun- 
dred feet down to an unnamed lake in the 
depths below, is one of these spots. The 
trail passes Grinnell lake and Grinnell glacier, 


the celebrated Blackfeet glacier and on the 


west side, the Sperry glacier. There is an ex- 
cellent chalet just below the Sperry glacier. 


While at the Glacier hotel on Lake McDonald, 


the traveler will spend one day in a trail trip 
to Avalanche basin, just below the Sperry 
glacier. 

If the motorist does not care to return by 
trail back to Lake McDermott he may have 
his car sent by road or rail around the lower 
end of the park to meet him at Belton, which 
is only a brief journey by: lake and stage 
from the Glacier hotel on Lake McDonald. 
Probably the better way is for the motorist 
to enter by way of Belton, Mont., on the west 
side and have his car sent at once to Lake 
McDermott on the east side. This will enable 
him, after crossing the passes, to stay as long 
as he pleases in the more fully developed 
part of the east side of the park and finally 
to go out by way of Glacier Park statiori and 
make a stop on the way at Two Medicine 
chalet. Two Medicine lake is a spot of ex- 
quisite beauty. All of the characteristics of 
the Glacier National park seem to be epitom- 
ized at this one point, where a stop of a day 
or more constitutes a memorable finish for a 


“memorable experience. 


On account of its unique scenery, so differ- 
‘ent from that of any other scenery in the 
world, Glacier National park is destined to 
become internationally celebrated. The Great 
Northern railroad has built at a great expense 
all of the hotels except one and all of the 
chalets. Its investment so far has amounted 
to several million dollars. The portion of the 
park so far opened up is one of extreme and 
sensational beauty. It is only a part however, 
of the extraordinary scenic portions of this 
park.’ The northern part of the park, near 
the Canadian line, and the whole of the west- 
ern upper part of the park, has yet to be 
opened to tourists. The northwestern sec- 
tion, the neighborhood of Lake Bowman and 
Kintla lake, is believed by many explorers to 
contain the most sensational scenery in Amer- 
ica. The National Park Service intends to 
open up this part of the park as soon as pos- 
sible. It may be reached now by tourists who 
carry camping outfits and guides, or hire them 
at Lake McDonald or Lake McDermott; but 
within a year or two it is hoped to build_an 
automobile road which will give free access 
to this section. Hotels and public camps 
will soon follow the roads. 

The fishing at Glacier is excellent in spots. 
Many anglers take boats down the Flathead 
river from Belton twenty-five miles-and get 
the remarkable fishing on this trip, which is 
made in one day. Bowman lake and others 
on the west side afford fine sport. Wild ani- 
mals are plentiful. The most interesting sight 
for visitors is the wild goats. There are also 
many Rocky mountain sheep. Deer and bear 
are plentiful. Formerly this mountain re- 
gion was a part of the Blackfeet Indian reser- 
vation. In 1890 copper was found at the head 
of.Quartz creek and there was a rush of pros- 
pectors. This made clashes with the Indians 
and in 1896 Congress bought the land east of 
the Continental divide from the Blackfeet 
Indians and opened it up for mining; but not 
enough copper was found to pay for the min- 
ing. Since then few persons went there ex- 
cept big game hunters until 1910, when it was 
made a national park. 

Canada has established a national park 
known as the Waterton Lakes park which 
adjoins Glacier on the north. The Canadian 
park is wonderfully beautiful but not nearly 
so rugged and spectacular, the mountains 
falling rapidly away across the Canadian bor- 
der of Glacier. Its principal attraction is the 
view of the American mountains to the south.

» YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL PARK. 


The Yellowstone is the first, the largest 
and probably the most. widely known of our 
scenic national parks. Its geysers are cele- 
brated the world over for the size, power and 
variety of action, as well as number. In fact, 
there are more and larger geysers in the 
Yellowstone national park alone than in all 
the rest of the world put together. 

But the Yellowstone is supreme also in two 
other features. The Grand Canyon of the 
Yellowstone has no equal in the world for 
romantic beauty and for the wide variety and 
glory of its colors. The park itself, which 


‘contains 3,348 square miles, constitutes the 


largest and most populated game or wild 
animal preserve in the world. In no other 
large area inhabited by wild animals are 
conditions so favorable for increase, because 
in the Yellowstone no shot legally has been 
fired at animals since the protection laws of 
1894 were enacted. As a consequence, wild 


‘animal life has increased to an extent which, 


considering hunting by Indians, could. not 
have been equaled in the early days. The 
animals also have become surprisingly fear- 
less of man. 

Motorists may enter the Yellowstone Na- 
tional park from all four sides, from the 
north the road: comes in by way of Living- 
ston, on the east the new road from Cody 
gets the motorist in the park thru scenery 
of sensational variety and beauty; the road 
from the south comes in from the celebrated 
Jackson Hole country and within. sight of 
the lordly Teton mountains; the west. en- 
trance is at West Yellowstone. A good road 
comes up from Salt Lake City and Ogden 
thru the Logan valley to Pocatello, Idaho 
Falls, Ashton and West Yellowstone; those 
entering at West Yellowstone making the 
complete loop of the park, may double back to 
West Yellowstone and follow the famous West

People going 
west on the Lincoln highway, or any of the 


trails south of the Yellowstone trail, will no 
doubt want to take the Cody entrance up the 


famous Shoshone canyon to the eastern en- 


trance of the park and over Sylvan pass, 
joining ‘“‘the loop’ just north of Lake Yel- 
lowstone. There are some wonderful scenes 
on this road, especially Sylvan pass and Sho- 
shone canyon. Shoshone canyon rivals Yel- 
lowstone canyon. The road from Cheyenne 
to Cody has been ‘recently repaired, and 
should easily be made in three or four days. 

The roads from all of the entrances lead 
by way of more or less scenically beautiful 
country to the central loop road of a hundred 
and forty miles, upon which are located the 
four great hotels and five permanent public 
camps. This loop road also reaches the gey- 
sers, the canyon, the lake and the various 
other principal spectacles of the Yellowstone. 
These roads have been built by the war de- 
partment under appropriations granted from 
time to time by congress over a long period 
of years and amounting in all to several 
million dollars. Up to August 1, 1915, no 
motors were permitted to enter the Yellow- 
stone. At that time private motors were al- 
lowed to come in and traverse the park roads 
in one direction at stated hours of the day. 
With the passing of the horse-drawn stages 
in 1917, and the substitution of motor stages, 
travel restrictions have been so greatly modi- 
fied that the motorist will find himself al- 
most as free there as in any section of the 
United States. 

The extraordinary hot water manifestations, 
including the geysers, the hot springs and 
formations, mud volcanoes, paint pots, and 
all the rest, while appearing in various widely 
separated sections of the park, are princi- 
pally found grouped in three geyser basins in 
the central west part of the park. These are 
called the Norris, the Lower and the Upper 
basins. The geysers exhibit a large variety 
of character and action. Some, like Old Faith- 
ful, spout at accurate intervals; others are 
irregular. Some burst upward with immense 
power. Others shoot streams at angles or 
bubble and foam in action. There are many 
hot springs of large size. The regions are 
grotesquely carved and gorgeously colored by 
the many colored mineral deposits found in 
the water. Marvelously colored hot springs, 
mud volcanoes and other strange phenomena 
are frequent. At Mammoth Hot springs 
the. hot water has brought to the surface 
quantities of white mineral deposits, which 
build terraces of beautifully encrusted basins 
high up into the air, often engulfing trees 
of considerable size. Over the edges of 
these basins pours the hot water. Micro- 
scopic plants called algae grow on the edges 
and sides of the basins in the hot water, 
painting the formations brilliant shades @t 
yellow and red and pink. When dry, the 
algae die.

Points of Interest 


The Grand canyon of the Yellowstone river 
is one of the greatest spectacles. Its finest 
scenic part is the three or four miles below 
the Great falls. The sides are a thousand 
feet deep and superbly colored. It is the 
veritable cameo of canyons. The principal 
views are from abutting precipices on the 
rim. 

Standing on Inspiration Point, which pushes 
out almost to the center of the canyon, one 
seems to look almost vertically down upon 
the foaming river. To the south is a water- 
fall nearly twice the height of Niagara falls. 
From that point to where you stand, and 
beneath you, widens out the most glorious 
kaleidoscope of color you will ever see in 
Nature. The steep slopes are inconceivably 
carved and fretted by the erosion of the ages. 
Sometimes they lie in straight slopes at easy 
angles, from which jut high carved rocky 
prominences. Sometimes they lie in huge 
hollows carved from the side walls. Here 
and there rise rocky needles like cathedral 
spires. 

The whole is streaked and spotted and 
stratified in every shade from the deepest 
orange to the faintest lemon; from deep crim- 
son thru all the brick shades to softest pink; 
from black thru all the grays and pearls to 
glistening white. The greens are furnished 
by the dark pines above and the plunging 
river below. The blue is found in the dome 
of sky overhead. 

Another interesting feature of the Yellow- 
stone is its abundant wild animal life. I¢ is 
the largest and most successful preserve in 
the world. Its 3,000 square miles of mountain 
and valley wilderness remain practically as 
Nature made them. 

No tree has been cut except when abso- 
lutely necessary for roads or trails or camps. 
No herds invade its valley. Visitors for the 
most part keep to the beaten road, and wild 
animals have learned in the years that they 
mean them no harm. The only hunting is 
done with a camera. It is true that most 
persons who go to the Yellowstone see very 
little of the animals. This-is because nearly 
all persons who are touring the park stick 
to the roads; but the quiet watcher on the 
trails may see deer and bear and elk and 
antelope to his heart’s content; he may even 
see mountain sheep, moose and bison by 
journeying on foot or on horseback into their 
more distant retreats. In the fall and spring, 
when the crowds are absent, wild deer gather 
in great numbers at the hotel clearings to 
crop the grass, and rangers’ children feed 
them flowers. One of the diversions at the 
road -builders’ camp in the wilderness is 
cultivating the acquaintance of the animals. 
There are photographs of men feeding sugar 
to bear cubs while mother bear looks idly on. 
Thus, one of the most intéresting lessons 


from the Yellowstone is that wild animals are 
fearful and dangerous only when men treat 
them das game or as enemies. 

The grizzly bear is one of the shyest of ani- 
mals and may be ‘seen only with difficulty. 
It lives principally on roots, berries, nuts and

honey—when honey may be had. It cannot 
climb trees like the brown bear. Its little 
ones are born in caves where bears hibernate 
thru the winter and are little larger than 
squirrels when they first come into the world. 

The brown, cinnamon and black bears, which, 
by the way, are the same species, only dif- 
ferently colored—the blonds and brunettes, 
so to speak, of the same bear family—are 
quite different. They are playful, compara- 
tively fearless, sometimes even friendly. They 
are greedy fellows and steal camp supplies 
whenever they can. The large meat wagons 
which supply the distant hotels and camps 
overnight are equipped with iron covers be- 
cause the bears used to rip off the wooden 
tops during the resting time and run off 
with sides of beef and mutton. One night, 
several years ago, teamsters drove three 
bears from the top of a single one of these 
big wagons. 

This wild animal paradise contains 30,000 
elk, several thousand moose, innumerable 
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deer, many antelope, and a large, increasing 
herd of wild bison. There are two buffalo 
herds, one known as the tame herd, the other 
as the wild herd. The wild herd is a rem- 
nant, and one of the very few remaining rem- 
nants, of the enormous herds of wild buffalo 
which used to fill the west of the United 
States. 

The motorist who goes to the Yellowstone 
with the intention to see wild animals and 
who will adapt himself to the conditions, will 
have no difficulty in seeing more wild animals 
in a state of nature than he will for all the 
rest of his life. Let his movements be leis- 
urely and his bearing quiet and unobtrusive 
and the animals will very soon show them- 
selves. It is not an uncommon thing for 
those who live in the Yellowstone to have: 
wild deer enter their homes. In fact, after: 
the rush of the summer visitors goes, deer: 
come down in large numbers and graze like: 
cattle on the lawns of the hotel. There are a: 
very large number of smaller wild animals: 
also. Foxes in large number abound.

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FISHING IN THE. YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL PARK. 


Three watersheds originate within the limits 
of the Yellowstone National park. All three 
are distinguished trouting water. The great- 
est watershed, of course, is that of the Yel- 
lowstone river. This originates in Yellow- 
stone lake, the largest body of navigable 
water at that height and altitude. This is the 
river which makes the two great waterfalls 
of the park and surges thru the Grand can- 
yon. Lake and river and tributaries all 
abound in trout. 

Trout of large size are caught from boats at 
the head of the river and anglers take them 
in large numbers at many points thruout its 
course, fishing from the shore. Tributary 
streams thruout the entire northwest part of 


the patk also abotind in trout. The Lamar 
creek and many others are celebrated fishing 
streams. The Snake river watershed, in the 
southern and éastern part of the park, has 
few anglers, although it contains some of the 
best trout water in America. In Shoshone 
lake, ‘Mackinaw trout are of a very large 
size. The northwestern part of the park is 
drained by the Madison river and its many 
tributaries. Very large native trout are taken 
on the fly in the Madison, and thruout this 
wilderness there is quite remarkable fish- 
ing which few visitors avail themselves of. 
There is excellent grayling fishing in some 
of these streams. Six varieties of trout in 
all flourish in the Yellowstone. 


HOTEL AND CAMP LIFE IN THE YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL PARK. 


The four hotels are handsome and luxurious. 
They stand at convenient intervals; each is 
provided with garage facilities and every con- 
venience. Besides the hotels there are five 
very excellent tent camps at convenient in- 
tervals. The Yellowstone, more so probably 
than any other national park, is the ideal 
camp ground for those who wish to bring in 
their own tents and camping outfit. Thruout 
this large area there are innumerable camp- 
ing grounds which will be assigned by the 
superintendent of the park. Many motorists 
bring in camp equipment with them on their 
cars and this method makes one wonderfully 
independent, as it is possible to camp for a 
day or two in many spots convenient for the 
sightseeing and the splendid fishing. The 
day is coming when the Yellowstone will be 
the most populated of all our national parks, 
when it wili be dotted with campers from 
north to south and east to west. The Na- 
tional Park Service is doing everything in its 
‘power to help the good cause. 

When the magnificent Teton mountains and 
the Jackson Hole country, lying just south 
of the border, are included in the National 
park—and that day will surely come—the 
park’s attractiveness will be largely increased. 
But as it is, these sections of the country 
can be used by motorists with just as great 
freedom as if they were already included 
within the boundaries. The road from the 
park south of Jackson’s Hole is now generally 
good and nowhere really bad. There are no 
mountains in the United States quite so 
spectacular in their majesty as the Teton 


_ range. 


It will be seen that the popular idea that 


UI 


the Yellowstone is simply a reservation en- 
closing a number of interesting geysers is 
altogether false. In fact, the geyser basins, 
interesting though they are, unique though 
they are, constitute a very small part of the 
attractions of the Yellowstone National park. 
The fact is that were there no geysers, were 
there no canyon, the wilderness in itself, 
with its splendid fishing waters, its wild ani- 
mal life and its wide diversity of extraordi- 


mary scenery, would constitute one of the 


most wonderful and attractive playgrounds 
anywhere in the world. It is a wonderland of 
the first order, but even if it were not a land 
of wonders its destiny still would be to be- 
come the greatest camp ground probably in 
America. 

The motorist who is bent absolutely on 
seeing the sights of the Yellowstone, as 
quickly as possible and passing on, can, if he 
rushes, get thru his sights in three or four 
days; but the Yellowstone will be a hard 
place to leave for the motorist who enjoys 
life in an extraordinary section of the country 
and the beauty and wonders of an unusual 
mountain country. 

The fossil forests of the Yellowstone Na- 
tional park cover an extensive area in the 
northern portion, being especially abundant 
upon the west side of Lamar river from about 
twenty miles above the junction with the 
Yellowstone. Upright fossil trunks are found 
nowhere else in the United States. The lo- 
cality is known locally as Specimen Ridge. 
Also a small and accessible fossil forest con- 
taining a number of standing trunks is near 
Tower falls. Just outside the park in the 
Gallatin mountains, still another petrified for- 
est, containing more than 35,000 acres, has 
recently been discovered.

Via Mammoth Hot Springs, Norris Junction, Geyser Basins, Madison Junctivun, Thumb 
Ranger Sta., Canyon Junction and Tower Falls Ranger Sta. Over gravelly dirt and 
gravel roads. all the way. 

This is the famous loop trip thru Yellowstone Park, which takes in practically all 
the points of interest which can be reached by automobile. AS a general rule, traffic 
on the loop is permissible in one direction only, counterclockwise, and tourists coming 
into the loop from any one of the four park entrances must move with the traffic to the 
desired exit. However, tourists desirous of traveling against.traffic may do so by 
obtaining a permit from any regular station, and also at certain periods of the day two- 
way traific is permitted on most parts of the loop. Before making this trip tourists 
seus ee the park rules and regulations and read the rE es of interest write-up.

The Lower Falls of the Yellowstone river is one of the beauty spots 
of the Grand Canyon. They are 308 feet high and steps lead down 
to them, where an excellent view can be obtained.

Right fork leads to Inspiration Point and it is well worth the time 
of the tourist to visit the point, as it affords a magnificent view of 
the Grand Canyon and the Lower Falls of the river. 


Ascend long, 
steep grade (2.8 miles in length) 108.4, affording some won- 
derful views of the surrounding country. Avoid right-hand

The springs contain minerals noted 
for the cure of rheumatism, stomach troubles, 
nervous disorders and blood and skin dis- 
eases. 

There are numerous scenic points in the 
Hot Springs reservation, including Monument 
hill and the suspension bridge over Rainbow 
cliffs, where the waters of the springs find 
their way into the Big Horn river in a blaze 
of color. 

The monument to Washakie, chief of the 
Shoshonies, erected at Thermopolis, attracts 
universal attention.

Shoshone Cavern National Monument. The 
cave conserved by this national monument 
lies about 3 miles east of the great Shoshone 
dam, in Big Horn county, Wyoming. The 
motorist will run 2 miles from Cody, Wyo., 
to the foot of Cedar mountains and then by 


a graded road about one-third the way up. 
From here it is possible to go by foot or 
horseback to within 100 feet of the entrance 
of the cave. 

Entering the cave, one proceeds for some 
distance, possibly 500 feet, where it is neces- 
sary to descend a steep, rocky wall by means 
of a rope. Continuing, another declivity is 
encountered and it is necessary to descend 
by rope about 30 feet. Advancing farther, 
possibly 3,000 and 4,000 feet, room after room 
is encountered, some of which are at least. 
150 feet in length and 40 or 50 feet in height. 
Some of these rooms, especially in the ex- 
treme interior, are beautifuly incrusted with 
limestone crystals. Here and there as one 
proceeds through the accessible part of the 
cave can be seen small openings, evidently 
leading into larger openings, but which as yet 
have not been explored. 

The passages leading through the cavern 
are very intricate and twist, turn, double 
back and descend into other rooms, so that 
the trip through the cave should not be at- 
tempted without a competent guide, with 
supply of ropes and lamps. Guides can be 
employed in Cody.

*Moorcroft, Wyo. (pop. 150). The Devil’s 
Tower is thirty-two miles by road from 
Moorcroft, a town on the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy railway. It also may be reached 
by road from Hulett, Wyoming. 

This conspicuous mass of igneous rock 
rises 600 feet above a rounded ridge of sedi- 
mentary rocks, which itself rises 600 feet 
above the Belle Fourche river. Its sides are 

fluted by great columns which stand nearly 
- perpendicular except near the top, where they 
flare out. The base emerges from a talus of 
broken columns lying on a platform of buff 
sandstone. The whole presents a never-to- 
be-forgotten spectacle. It may be seen for 
several miles in all directions. 

The great columns of which the tower con- 
sists are mostly pentagonal in shape but 
some are four or six sided. Each column is 
about six feet in diameter and the whole is 
bunched together like a bundle of matches, 


The diameter of the whole is from sixty to 
one hundred feet. In places several columns 
unite in their upper portion to form a large 
fluted column. These columns are not much 
jointed but are marked horizontally by faint 
ridges or swellings. In the lower quarter or 
third of the tower the columns bend out- 
ward and merge rapidly into massive rock, 
which toward the base shows little trace of 
columnar structure. 

The Devil’s Tower was useful to the aborig- 
ines as a landmark from which to direct their 
courses across the plains. Later on the white 
pioneers of civilization in their exploration of 
the great Northwest also used it as a land- 
mark. Still later the military *wars in the 
Sioux and Crow Indian country during the 
Indian wars of the last century directed their 
marches by the aid of this ever-present 
tower, for it is visible in some directions for 
nearly a hundred miles,

The route passes out of the park at 
Snake River Ranger Sta., going to Jackson lake at the foot of the beautiful Teton 
mountains and following down the Snake river and the Buffalo Fork to the Dick Turpin 
meadows. where it enters the mountains. The road thru the mountains is very pretty, 
passing thru_the Teton and Washakie national forests, across the continental divide 
at an altitude of more than 9,000 feet and descending into the Wind river canyon, 
which is followed the remainder of the way to Dubois. 

Some of the grades in the mountains are very steep and may give trouble to a 
very heavily loaded car. It is best not to attempt this trip before the latter part of 
June or the first of July, as the mountain roads do not dry out before that time. 

At mileage 49.3 the tourist may make a side trip of 1 mile to Moran, located on 
7—MILEAGE— Jackson lake at the Jackson dam of the Snake-river.

*Lander, Wyo. (pop. 3,000, alt. 5,320 ft.), Lander is the home of stockmen running 


situated on the eastern slope of the Wind 
River range and south of the Owl Creek 
mountains on the Little Popo Agie river, was 
the former site of Camp Auger, a soldier out- 
post during the days of the Indian uprisings 
in the west. Its name was later changed to 
Ft. Brown and eventually to Lander in mem- 
ory of Colonel Lander, of the Northern army. 
There is much here of historic interest savor- 
ing of the early day explorers, the fur trad- 
ing expeditions and Indian warfare. Today 


hundreds of thousands of horses, cattle and 
sheep on the ranges; it is the center of a 
productive oil industry, the county seat ot 
a western empire comprising 12,000 acres and 
the terminus of the C. & N. W. Ry. Coal 
and -asbestos are also found in this vicinity. 
There is beautiful scenery in the nearby 
mountains and the fishing and hunting is of 
the best. A few miles distant is the great 
Shoshone reservation, the home of the Sho- 
shone and Arapahoe Indians.

*Rawlins, Wyo. (pop. 4,500, alt. 6,745 ft.), is 
a division point on the Union Pacific R. R., 
which has large shops and a roundhouse here. 
It is also the home of numerous wealthy 
stockmen, and a stock-loading point for cat- 
tle, and shipping point for wool. A large vein 
of red iron ore lies about three miles north of 
town and numerous trainloads of ore have 
been shipped from it. Further north in the 
Seminole mountains and south in the En- 
campment mining district are numerous small 
mines. Excellent oil wells have been devel- 
oped both at Lost Soldier and Rock River. 


The Pathfinder dam across the Platte river, 
one of the greatest government projects, is 
located about 55 miles northeast, with a good 
road leading to it from either Medicine Bow 
or Hanna. 

In the early days Rawlins was the supply 
point for 200 miles both north and south and 
headquarters for troops sent by the U. S. to 
stop the Indian outbreaks during the Meeker 
massacre in 1879.

*Idaho Falls, Idaho, (pop. 10,000, alt. 4,708 
ft.), the county seat of Booneville county, 
and the commercial and geographical center 
of the irrigated district of the Upper Snake 
river valley, is the largest town in the county 
and valley. It is the supply point of a coun- 
try that extends out for a hundred miles in 
all directions. The potato growing industry 
of the west centers here, the annual ship- 
ments from the Idaho Falls district being 
more than 50,000 car loads annually. The Fort 
Produce Co. is operating here the first potato 
processing plant of its kind in the country. 
Millions of pounds of sugar, manufactured by 
the great factories in the valley, the largest 
of which is located at Idaho Falls, are also 
shipped from this point. Idaho Falls is the 
beginning. of the Idaho Falls-Yellowstone 
h'ghway from this city to the southern en- 
trance of the Yellowstone park. 

*Blackfoot, Ida. (pop. 5,000, alt. 4,503 ft.), 
located at a point about eight miles north 
from the place where the Blackfoot river and 
the Great Snake river join. It is just one 
mile north of the Fort Hall reservation and is

one of the principal trading points of the In- 
dians. The city came into existence because 
of its natural location for a stage station in 
the early 60s, and it has since grown to be 
one of the richest farming centers in the 
mountains. For many years Blackfoot was 
known as Grove City, because of its many 
trees. 

*Fort ‘Hall, Ida. (pop. 1,900, alt. 4,444 ft.), is 
an Indian agency. The training school is lo- 


cated one mile south of the city and can be 


seen to the east of the Utah-Idaho-Yellow- 
stone highway. Vocational and academic in- 
structions are given here to the Indians, who 
“are kept at the school from Sept. 1 to June 30 
each year. The Indians of the agency farm 
about 10,000 acres of irrigable land annually 
and sell about $60,000 worth of cattle. The 
main irrigation canal is crossed by the high- 
way two miles south of Fort Hall. The old 
Hudson Bay trading post, which was the first 
settlement in Idaho and probably the oldest 
west of the Rockies. was located 10 miles west 
of the agency in the Snake river bottoms. All 
that now remains of it are the mounds of 
earth where stood the old adobe buildings,

*Preston, Ida. (pop. 3,800, alt. 4,721 ft.). Five 
miles north of this point, on a creek called 
Battle creek, the most important battle in 
Idaho was fought between government troops 
from Fort Douglas under Col. Conners and 
Chief Bear Hunter and his tribe. One of the 
largest electrical plants in the intermountain 
country is located a few miles northeast of 
town. The first railroad in Idaho was built 
thru Preston. 

Several warm springs are located about four 
miles north of the city along the Bear river 

*Smithfield, Utah (pop. 2,700, alt. 4,500 ft.), 
was settled by the Mormons in 1859. Several 
skirmishes were had here with the Indians 
in the early days and the first settlers were 
obliged to live for a long time in a fort for 
protection. The town is located at the high- 
est point in the picturesque Cache valley and 
is noted for its farming and dairy interests.

From here to Georgetown it 
traverses a chain of low hills where dry farming and cattle raising furnish the chief 
industry. The balance extends over the fertile plains of the Bear River valley. 

Accommodations and supplies can-be had at frequent intervals. Good roads lead 
from Montpelier on either side of Bear lake to Laketown and a trip around this beauti- 
ful mountain lake is well worth while.

Dur- 
ing the Indian wars of the same year John 
Bozeman was murdered by the marauders 
just east of Livingston.

| been found near the site of the new Lewis- 


Clark hotel. Four miles south of the city. 
stood Fort Lincoln. It was from this point 
that General Custer started out on his last 
march, resulting in the battle of the Little 
Big Horn and Custer’s massacre. In this 
vicinity also are several Indian mounds, pre- 
served by the North Dakota historical society. 
The U. S. Great Plains experimental station, 
the largest in the country, is maintained at 
Mandan. Here also is the state training 
school. In the early ’70s the old Deadwood 
stagecoach ran from here to the Black Hills 
of South Dakota. The city maintains splen- 
did camping sites for the convenience of 
tourists. 

*Bismarck, N. D. (pop. 7,039, alt. 1,672 ft.), 
the capital of the state, is surrounded by high 
bluffs, and a network of automobile roads 
leads in all directions. This vicinity has 
much of historic interest and Indian lore 
connected with it. The North Dakota his- 
‘torical museum at the capitol is a treasure- 
house of Indian relics, and well worth a visit. 
In the capitol grounds stands the beautiful 
statue of Sakakawea, erected by the women 
of the state in honor of their redskin sister, 
who piloted the momentous Lewis and Clark 
expedition in the early days thru the treach- 
erous passes which she and her people alone 
knew, to the goal on the north Pacific coast. 


On these grounds also stands the little log 


cabin occupied by Roosevelt when ranching 
in the western part of the state in the early 
eighties. On the brow of a high bluff over- 
looking the Missouri, just below Bismarck, 
stands the old site of Fort Abraham Lincoln, 
marked by a grove planted by Mrs. Custer’s 
own hands. It was from this point that 
Custer and his command set out in the spring 
of 1876 to meet their fate at the hands of 
Sitting Bull and his unruly braves in the 
massacre of the Little Big Horn. 


VY 


Bismarck is a trading center for a vast, 
prosperous and rapidly growing district. It 
is one of America’s largest distributing points 
for agricultural implements and farm ma- 
chinery and ,the supplying point for an ex- 
tensive territory for army posts and Indian 
agencies. It is headquarters for navigation 
on the upper Missouri, has several federal 
institutions and many beautiful avenues and 
homes. Standing Rock Reservation, wherein 
are being trained the descendants of Sitting 
Bull and his followers, is 60 miles south of 
Bismarck, partly in North Dakota and partly 
in South Dakota, Ft. Yates being its center. 
An Indian school is located about one mile 
west of Bismarck and the state penitentiary 
is two miles east of town. _ 

Verendrye National Monument, which in- 
cludes 250 acres, surrounds a lofty eminence 
locally known as Crowhigh butte, the second 
in height in North Dakota to the well known 
Sentinel butte. It rises from the left bank 
of the Missouri river at Old Crossing, one of 
the most important fords of the Missouri, 
over which hunters, trappers and explorers 
have passed from the earliest times. 

The significance of this monument is that 
it marks the first recorded visit of white men 
to the vast territory which includes North 
Dakota. Verendrye, the celebrated French 
explorer, starting from the north shore of 
Lake Superior, passed westward and south- 
westward into the unknown regions of the 
great plains and Rocky mountains about 
1740. The records of the journeys: made by 
him and his two sons are the subject of con- 
flicting interpretations, but there is no ques- 
tion that the Verendrye party was the first to 
enter North Dakota and to. look upon the 
Missouri at this point. This was the butte | 
from which they gazed into the unknown 
lands west and south; and they were the 
first white men to cross the Missouri at the 
ford which afterward became the highway of 
exploration and early trade. This was sixty 
years before the Lewis and Clark expedition.

*Basin, Wyo. (pop. 1,500, alt. 3,800 ft.), is 


located in a rich irrigated section of the Big 
Horn basin. It is an agricultural center of 
importance, alfalfa, sugar beets and potatoes 
being its principal products. It is the 
county seat of Big Horn county, has a splen- 
did Carnegie library and well equipped auto 
camping ground for tourists.

POINTS OF INTEREST, CHEYENNE, WYO. 


Cheyenne (pop. 16,000, alt. 6,088 ft.), the 
capital of Wyoming, is on the eastern slope 
of the Laramie range of mountains. Coal 
and iron are found in the vicinity of Chey- 
enne, and it-is one of the chief cattle centers 
of the west. Adjoining it on the northwest 
is Fort D. A. Russell, one of the greatest 
military posts in the U. S,, established as 
an outpost of civilization in 1867. From a 
garrison built of logs it has expanded to one 
of brick and stone, containing several] thou- 
sand troops. Maneuver grounds, covering an 
immense area, are located a short distance 
from the fort. 

Broad streets and boulevards, well made 
and well kept, are a pride in Cheyenne, as 
are also its parks. Great attention is given 
to what is known as the boulevard system, 
which is a series of driveways to the north 
of the city connecting with the fort. 

This track lies within Frontier park, where 
annually the big frontier celebration is held, 


attracting thousands of spectators from: all 
parts of the globe. If for no other reason, 
Cheyenne has become’ popular through this 
alluring exposition of frontier skill and cour- 
age, participated in by thousands of cowboys, 
cowgirls, Indians: and others. For four days 
during the month of July each year the 
gamut of wild west sports and pleasures are 
presented in the daily program, a spectacle 
well worth seein,. 

Tourists coming to Cheyenne are provided 
ample recreation. Game is plentiful in the 
hills and the streams are alive with trout. 
There are the unexplored caves in Table 
mountain and the monument at Cheyenne 
pass, marking the old Oregon trail and the 
graves of the immigrants. This was the pass 
through which the people had to go to get to 
California in the days of the gold fever. 


There is a fine spring of drinking water at 
the mouth of this pass which is quite an at- 
traction and the presence of which made this 
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Cheyenne Section 


a point of vantage to the early settlers. The 
city dam is another interesting sight. These 
points are between 25 and 30 miles away. 

On the Lincoln highway, west of Cheyenne, 
may be seen the Ames monument, erected to 
the memory of Ames brothers, whose genius 
made the Union Pacific R. R. possible. On 
a side track south of the Ames monument 
is Idaho Falls, a wild glen with water falls. 
At Granite Springs, on the Union Pacific, 
is obtained the water used on all the Union

Pacific R. R. dining cars. East of the city 
8 miles is the big government co-operative 
experiment farm, and southeast of Cheyenne

Greeley (pop. 10,886, alt. 4,652 ft.). It was of 


this city that Horace Greeley made his famous ° 


remark, ‘‘Go west, young man.’’ Under the 
leadership of Nathan C. Meeker, the friends 
of that great journalist organized the Union 
Colony, which founded the city in 1870 and 
named it for Horace Greeley, who gave it an 
immense amount of free advertising in the 
New York Tribune.. It was at that time a 
cactus plain, uninhabited save for two or 
three isolated ranchers. When the colonists, 
mostly easterners, struck their tents, their 


sleep that night was disturbed by the howl- 
ing of the wolves. This very much discour- 
aged them, yet they set to work and con- 
structed the first extensive system of irriga- 
tion canals in Colorado, which has earned for 
Greeley the title ‘‘Father of Irrigation” in 
the west. They set out trees and before long 
the place was dubbed ‘‘Forest City’? because 
of its great avenue of stately cottonwoods. 
The State Teachers’ college, with its 1,500 en- 
rollment, contributes greatly to the beauty of 
the town.

Denver (pop. 269,000, alt. 1 mile), the most 
famous of the mid-western capitals, com- 
mands a beautiful view of the Rocky moun- 
tain range, with Pike’s Peak on the south 
and Long’s Peak on the north. To the 
east is the vast expanse of the great Amer- 
Northward the fertile valley of 
the Platte stretches away until it becomes a 
part of the wonderful agricultural section 
of northern Colorado that, in a few years, 
has been transformed by irrigation from a 
sandy waste into one of the most prolific 
agricultural districts in the world, and again 
to the rolling and 
dotted with well cultivated farms watered 
by a high-line canal. The climate here is 
dry and healthful. In summer the nights 
are always cool, and altho considerable snow 
falls during the winter, there are many days 
that are warm and delightful. The sun 
shines on an average of 345 days in a year. 

Founded by gold diggers, Denver has grown 
in half a century far beyond the wildest 
dreams of the most imaginative of the early

» pioneers. The first settlement was Montana, 


of a party of gold seekers, who located there 
in 1858. But previously, in 1857, John Smith, 
a trapper and trader, built a cabin near 
what is now the corner of Eleventh and 
Wewatta streets, in the Platte river bottoms. 
Two other cabins were erected the following 
summer near the Smith cabin. These cabins 
became the nucleus of the town of Auraria, 
which was organized in October, 1858. The 
location was on the west bank of Cherry 
creek, near its junction with the Platte 
river. An unsuccessful attempt was made 
to organize the town of St. Charles on the 
east side of Cherry creek, in the territory 
now embraced by East Denver, in September, 
1858. In the following November, however, 
the town of Denver was incorporated on the 
same spot where St. Charles had failed. The 
new town was named after General James 
W. Denver, then governor of Kansas Terri- 
tory. Six days later, with a full set of 
officers, Denver began its historical and bril- 
liant career. Later the town of Auraria be- 
came a part of Denver and is now known as 
West Denver. 

Denver may well be called a city of lights, 
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so high a state of development has- been 
reached in its lighting system; the main 
in the 


business thorofares early part. of 
the night are almost as light as day. On 
each side of Fifteenth, Sixteenth and Seven- 
tecnth streets, the main arteries of trade, 
the city has erected ornamental light poles 
of wrought iron, the plan being different on 
each street. Seventeenth street is known as 
the “National Thoroughfare,” as it begins at 
the very portals of Union, station. At the 
edge of the depot grounds stands “Welcome 
Arch,” constructed of bronze and iron. - It 
is 86 feet wide, 65 feet high and has 2,000 
incandescent lights. It was built in 1906 by 
'a popular subscription, costing $22,500. The 
| side fronting the depot is emblazoned with 
the word “‘Welcome” and the reverse side 
with the word ‘“‘Mizpah’ (The Lord watch 
over thee)—an adieu to those who are leav- 
ing the city. 

Denver has many men of great wealth,

built magnificent mansions of brick and 
stone for their families. Palatial homes of 
men who started out without a penny and 
east their jot in this western country in the 
earlier days are now scattered all over Capi- 
tol Hill and other residence districts, and 
to anyone having the time a trip over these 
streets and avenues would be well worth 


while. : 

Denver has many beautiful parks, the larg: 
est of these being City park. It contains 
320 acres and was purchased as raw land 
trom the state in 1879. This park is a splen- 
did example of what can be accomplished in 
'the way of creating a beauty spot on land 
that only a few years ago was covered with 
cactus and buffalo grass and devoid of 
trees. It has two lakes, an extensive zoo, 
a fine aviary and a splendid museum of nat- 
ural history. In the center of the larger of 
-18—9 ; 
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the two lakes is a magnificent electric foun- 
tain, which cost $20,000 and which displays 
its beautiful combination of colors every 
evening in summer. In the park are beauti- 
ful driveways lined with trees and shrub- 
bery, and flower beds that are not surpassed 
in any park in the world. The wonderful 
sunshine of Colorado imparts to the flowers 
a richness of hue that is the marvel of vis- 
itors. 


Denver is the chief supply center for the 
agricultural, stock raising and mining re- 
gions of Colorado and New Mexico, and in the 
vicinity are some of the most extensive 
smelting works of the country, the value of 
ore treated by which amounts to between 
$20,000,000 and $30,000,000 annually. Denver — 
also has important manufacturing industries, 
which comprise canning and packing, manu- 
factures of iron, steel, glass, paper, shoes, 
flour, cotton and woolen goods. The city 
contains the car shops of the D. & R. G. and 
the Col. & Sou. Rys. It is an important 
railway center and the emporium of the rich 
gold and silver mining districts of the state, 
as well as chief center of the coal trade. 

There is so much in and about Denver 
that the tourist deems it almost his duty 
to see that many days can be profitably and 
enjoyably spent here. Space will not permit 
of our describing each of these varied attrac- 
tions, but among the many points of interest 
special mention might be made of the follow- 
ing: 

State Capitol, standing at the crest of a 
slope that is the west slope of Capitol Hill. 
The grounds, valued at $1,000,000, cover three 
full squares, with one of the finest lawns 
in the world. The building is constructed of 
Colorado granite and is massive. It is fin- 
ished inside with bronze and Colorado onyx, 
with a great gilded dome that is artistically 
lighted at night. This edifice cost $2,800,000 
exclusive of the site. 


Points of Interest 


State Museum, across the street from the 
Capitol, houses the state bureau of mines, 
the state historical society’s wonderful an- 
thropological collection, the war relief mu- 
seum, and the state bureau of agriculture 
and horticulture. An interesting exhibit is 
maintained, open free to visitors. 


New postoffice, said to be the most beauti- 


“ful postoffice in the U. S.. Built of Colorado 
marble. . 


United States Mint, one of the largest and 
most modern mints in the country. Open to 
visitors from 10:00 a. m. to 3:00 p. m. daily, 
except Sunday. 


Library, a magnificent building which 


forms part of the civic center. 


Denver courthouse was completed in 1883 
at an approximate cost of $300,000. The sand- 
stone of which it is constructed was taken 
from a quarry near Canon City, Colo. 

The Auditorium, finished in time for the 
Democratic national convention in 1908, has 
a seating capacity of 10,000, and was erected 
at a cost of $537,000. . 

Pioneer Monument (MacMonnies Fountain) 
was completed in 1910 at a cost of $75,000, 
raised by popular subscription. The crown- 
ing figure is the statue of Kit Carson. 


Baker Homestead, a historic spot on W. 
Colfax avenue near the Larimer street via- 
duct, about a mile west of the city hall, was 
a meeting place for the plainsmen in the 
early days, and Indian powwows were not 
infrequently held here. A landmark of pio- 
meer days is the log cabin of William H. 
Clark, a 58’er residing at 5041 Pearl street. 


There are many ways to reach the moun- 
tains quickly from Denver. More than one 
hundred short excursion trips may be made 
from this city by motor, train or trolley, 
into the mountains. Just beyond the flat- 
topped foothills are the mountain parks, 
made accessible by wonderful automobile 
roads. You can get to the mountain parks 
by auto to Golden, the seat of the Colorado 
school of mines, and auto to the top of 
Lookout mountain. The new Mountain Parks 
automobile road takes one-past Wild Cat 
Point and over Lookout mountain around 
Genesee peak, thru Bergen park, and on nine 
miles to Idaho Springs. The road is laid on 
a shelf, chiseled out of solid granite, and 
altho at times it skirts the brink of a preci- 
pice, it is safe as a city boulevard, being pro- 
tected by stone walls and: steel cables. 


Tourists should have the pleasure of a 
visit to the Rocky Mountain National park, 
more familiarly known as Estes park, one of 
the grandest spots in this region. Mt. Mc- 
Clellan, Georgetown Loop, Moffat Road, Mt. 
Morrison, Palmer Lake and Boulder are some 
of the popular points that are numbered 
among the one-day railroad trips out of Den- 
ver, and many of these can be reached by 
auto over good roads in even shorter time.

*Rock Springs, Wyo. (pop. 8,000, alt. 6,265 
ft.), has within its bounds some of the larg- 
est coal mines on the Union Pacific system, 
and to those interested in this line of work a 
visit to these mining plants would prove 
pleasant and instructive. 

The name Rock Springs is somewhat of a 
misnomer, as the town is really situated in 
‘the midst of a desert country and its supply 
of water is pumped from the Green river, a 
distance of 15 miles. The name originated 
from some springs oozing out of the sand 
rock formation and where an overland stage 
headquarters was established antedating the 
railroad. On this old trail, just outside the 
town limits, may be seen the graves of forty- 
‘niners who gave up the quest for gold on 
the Wyoming desert and whose memory and 
mames alone remain thru the rude inscrip- 
tions on sandstone rocks.

*Ft. Bridger, Wyo., was established as a 
trading post in 1843, and as military post on 
the Overland trail in 1858. It is beautifully 
located on the Black Fork of the Green river, 
which passes the fort in several channels. It 
is a most interesting historical spot and was 
at the time of its foundation a veritable oasis 
in the desert. Outlines of Jim Bridger’s old 
stockarle still remain, parts of the old Mor- 
mon wall, Judge Carter’s old store, once con- 
sidered the best west of the Missouri river, 
the old guard house built by Sidney Johnson, 
the Pony Express stable, and many other in- 
teresting relics, affording great attraction to 

the tourists passing through Ft. Bridger. A 


side trip of 25 miles due south from the town 
takes one into the Wasatch national forest, 
one of the least known but most beautiful 
of the national playgrounds. The mountains 
are heavily timbered and numerous brooks 
and rivers furnish fine trout fishing in sea- 
son, The roads are not boulevards but a 
good driver will have no trouble getting up 
to the edge of the timber. 

*Evanston, Wyo. (pop. 3,500, alt. 6,754 ft.), 
capital of Uinta county, is the center of a 
sheep raising and coal mining section. It 
was founded in 1870 with the coming of the 
Union Pacific railway. It boasts of a $245,000 
postoffice and is the site of a state insane 
asylum.

Via Granger, Opal, Kemmerer and Cokeville. While average road conditions on this 
route are fair and considerable improvement is in progress in various places, the 
tourist must not expect to make this trip without some discomfort. There are long 
stretches. over natural prairie roads, where fast time can be made; however, in other 
places the road is rough and chucky ‘and only the slowest of progress is possible. During 
wet weather parts of this trip are practically impassable. The worst sections will be 
found between Opal and Oakley, near Fossil and over the lowlands near Raymond.

year 1918. The springs contain minerals noted 
for the cure of rheumatism, stomach troubles, 
nervous disorders and blood and skin dis- 
eases. 

There are numerous scenic points in the 
Hot Springs reservation, including Monu- 
ment Hill and the suspension bridge over 
Rainbow cliffs, where the waters of the 
springs find their way into the Big Horn 
river in a blaze of color. 

The monument to Washakie, chief of the 
Shoshones, erected at CIR 0 attracts 
universal attention.

*North Platte, Neb. (pop. 10,000, alt. 2,826 
ft.), was the former home of the late Col. 
William F. Cody (Buffalo Bill), who made his 
residence for about forty years at this place. 
Col. and Mrs. Cody had a residence in North 
Platte, also a ranch consisting of about 3,000 
acres, adjoining the town on the northwest. 
Fort McPherson was located directly along the 
auto road about sixteen miles east of North 
’ Platte, of which nothing rematns but the 
cemetery where some 800 soldiers are buried. 
This is kept up by the government. Cotton- 
wood Springs, well known to all old travelers 
on the Overland trail, was the point where 
the first settlement in Lincoln county was 
located and lies about 34 of a mile east of the 
National cemetery of Old Fort McPherson. 
The main auto road passes straight over the 
parade grounds of the old fort and a small 
white marble slab on the side of the road 
marks the spot where the flagstaff stood so 
many years. , 

North Platte is a railroad center, and it is 
here that the Union Pacific maintains one of 
the largest railroad icing plants in existence. 
It was from North Platte that the Grand 
Duke Alexis, with Gen. P. H. Sheridan and 
Buffalo Bill, went on their memorable buffalo 
hunt January 14, 1872. Buffalo Bill claims 
that at that date the country around North 
Platte was the greatest big game hunting 
ground in America. ‘Sioux Lookout” is situ- 
ated about nine miles southeast of North 
Platte. This was well known by the old

*Cozad, Neb. (pop. 1,700, alt. 2,400 ft.), is 
located on the Lincoln highway in the wild- 
est part of the famous Platte valley. It is 
noted for its production of alfalfa and boasts 
of being the largest shipping point for this 
production in the world and of having the 
largest alfalfa grinding and mixing plant in 
the U. S. 

*Gothenburg, Neb. (pop. 2,000, alt. 2,557 ft.), 
is situated in an agricultural district espe- 
cially adapted to the growing of alfalfa, corn 
and wheat. Lake Helen, the largest artificial 
lake in Nebraska, covering 100 acres, lies 
within the city limits. 20,000 to 40,000 tons of 
ice are annually harvested and stored in the 
ice houses on the shore of the lake and 
shipped to other points. The city ma‘ntains 
a splendid free camping park (Lafayette 
park) for tourists, fully equipped with all 
the necessary conveniences. It is located 
on the north shore of Lake Helen and was 
founded in 1918 by the Camp Fire Girls as a 
memorial to victory.

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POINTS OF ‘INTEREST, COUNCIL BLUFFS, TA. 


Council Bluffs (pop. 36,126, alt. 990 ft.), as 
its name indicates, is a town of frontier 
times and Indian councils. Jt was also the 
home of the Mormons for some years. It 
lies on the plains at the foot of the bluffs, 
where Lewis and Clark held a council with 
the Indians in 1804, and forms here the east- 
ern edge of the valley of the Missouri, across 
the river from Omaha. It is a picturesque 
and attractive city, many of the surrounding 
bluffs being of a peculiar and interesting 
formation, rising 300 feet above the river, and 
seen from a distance resemble a huge range 
of mountains.

their dead, as shown by mounds still exist- 
ing, which doubtless contain the bones of 
many an Indian chief. Today the city is an 
important manufacturing and distributing 
center and the seat of Pottawattamie county.

POINTS. OF INTEREST, SIOUX. CITY, IA. 


Sioux City (pop. 71,237, alt. 1,135 ft.) is beau- 
tifully located on bluffs and highlands over- 
looking’ the Missouri river. The King of 
Trails, the S. C. Denison cut-off, the Sun- 
shine highway, Grant highway, the Corn- 
husker route and several other highways pass 
thru the city. Its situation makes it the nat- 
ural gateway to South Dakota, northwestern 
Nebraska, and northwest Iowa and Minnesota. 
The only wagon bridge across the Missouri 
river north of Omaha connects Sioux City 
with South Sioux City. A bridge across the 
Big Sioux river is also the only outlet into 
South Dakota. This bridge carries the famous 
Military road. 

In January, 1855, there were but two log 
cabins on the site of what is now Sioux City,” 
and in July of that year the first stage and 
mail arrived. The first railroad reached this 
point in 1868, and for several years imme- 
diately following the discovery of gold in 
the Black Hills, in 1875, Sioux City was the 
one base of supplies for that new Eldorado. 
It has a number of notable public buildings, 
and is the seat of Morningside college, a 
Methodist institution, and Trinity (Catholic) 
college, two of the best educational centers 
in the northwest. Its industrial establish-

ments embrace extensive packing houses, 
terminal grain elevators, foundries and. ma- 
chine shops, manufactories of harness, sad- 
dlery, etc. Sioux City has many pretty parks 
and resorts, a splendid court house and pub- 
lic library. :

Indians. In 1862, these Indians, having become 
dissatisfied with the slowness of the govern- 
ment in paying their annuities, and taking ad- 
vantage of the Civil war and the fact that it 
had taken so many men from the country, in- 
augurated one of the bloodiest massacres in 
the history of Indian warfare. The Indians 
were overcome by troops and 300 of them 
were sentenced to death and were imprisoned 
in Mankato.

The second state normal 
school, Bethany college, a Lutheran institu- 
tion for girls, and the Academy of Our Lady 
of Good Council, a Catholic training school 
for teachers and a girls’ boarding school com- 
bined, and a large commercial college add to 
the educational attractions and advantages 
of the city.

In 1862, these Indians, having become 
dissatisfied with the slowness of the govern- 
ment in paying their annuities, and taking ad- 
vantage of the Civil war and the fact that it 
had taken so many men from the country, in- 
augurated one of the bloodiest massacres in 
the history of Indian warfare. The Indians 
were overcome by troops and 300 of them 
were sentenced to death and were imprisoned 
in Mankato. However, President Lincoln 
commuted the sentence of all but 39 of them. 
One of these died and the other 38 were 
hanged from one scaffold on the levee in 
Mankato, this spot now being marked by a 
monument. West of the city may be found 
many granite shafts marking the scenes of

Several beautiful lakes, 
with good fishing, boating, bathing and hotel 
facilities, are within a dozen miles of the) 
city, and all of these points can be reached by 
good gravel roads. The second state iota 
school, Bethany college, a Lutheran institu- 
tion for girls, and the Academy of Our Lady 
of Good Council, a Catholic training school 
for teachers and a girls’ boarding school com- 
bined, and a large commercial college add to 
the educational attractions and advantages 
of the city.

Minneapolis (pop. 380,582, alt. 782 ft.), the 
first city of Minnesota in population and im- 
portance and one of the most beautiful cities 
in the country, is situated on both banks of 
the Mississippi river, at the Falls of St. An- 
thony, just above St. Paul. These falls were 
discovered by Father Hennepin, and in 1839 
the history of Minneapolis began here with 
the organization of the village of St. Anthony, 
now the east side of Minneapolis.

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POINTS OF INTEREST, MILES CITY, MONT. 


Miles City (pop. 10,000, alt. 2,357 ft.), capital 
of Custer county, is situated on the Yellow- 


- stone river, two miles below the mouth of 
’ the Tongue river. 


It is the center of the 
eastern Montana cattle district and has one 
of the largest range horse markets in the 
world,—30,000 horses being sold here yearly 
at auction. It is also a railroad center, with 
two transcontinental lines, the No. Pac. and 
the C. M. & St. P. Rys. The latter line oper- 
ates here its largest shops between Minne- 
' apolis and the Pacific coast. 

Miles City is located in the center of the 
Tongue river canal and irrigation system, 
comprising 10,000 acres producing enormous 
crops of sugar beets, corn, alfalfa, wheat and 
oats. Surrounding the city are cattle ranches, 


on which 10,000 to 20,000 head of cattle graze. 


For over a quarter of a century the cattlemen 


make it a point to attend these meetings. 
On these occasions frontier days sports are 
the rule, buck-riding, roping, branding, etc., 
by real range riders who make a picturesque 
holiday for the visitors, never to be forgotten. 
An annual event, attracting thousands from 
all parts of the U. S., is the wild west show 
known as the ‘“‘Roundup,”’ lasting for three 
days, always including July 4th. 

The site of the United States remount sta- 
tion is just outside of Miles City to the west. 
Thousands of horses are trained here for the 
cavalry and are sent to all the principal forts 
in the U. S. Another busy place in season 
are the wool warehouses. During the season 
wool buyers from New. England states and 
elsewhere come to Miles City and the annual 
sales of wool frequently exceed 10,000,000 
pounds. The city also has many saddlery es. 


tablishments, where western saddles and cow- 
boy supplies are manufactured. Close to the 
city limits. is the state industrial school, 
where a large farm is conducted.

POINTS OF INTEREST, FARGO, N. D 


Fargo (pop. 25,000, alt. 903 ft.), the county 
seat of Cass county, is the first city of any 
commercial importance reached in westbound 
*travel beyond the Twin Cities of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. This part of the country is 
especially rich in Indian lore and history, it 
being a popular hunting ground of the red 
man. To the south of the present site of 
Fargo it became necessary in 1858 to estab- 
lish Ft. Abercrombie for the protection of 


the settlers of that region. The fort was 
abandoned in 1877 and at present the site is 
marked by a state park, where there is a 
small log cabin in which there is the begin- 
ning of a museum of some interest. One of 
the old Red river ox carts, famous in the 
early history of this country, may be seen 
there. This interesting section,can be reached 
in less than an hour’s ride out of Fargo.

It was from this point that 
Custer and his command set out in the spring 
of 1876 to meet their fate at the hands of 
Sitting Bull and his unruly braves in the 
massacre of the Little Big Horn.

The U. S. Great Plains experimental station, 
the largest in the country, is maintained at 
Mandan. Here also is the state training 
school. In the early ’70s the old Deadwood 
stage coach ran from here to the Black Hills 
of South Dakota. The city maintains splen- 
did camping sites for the convenience of 
tourists.

Winnipeg (pop. 262,000) occupies the site of 
the former trading post of Fort Garry, which 
in 1870 had a population of only 215 souls. 
It is,the capital of the province of Manitoba, 
and the educational center of western Canada. 
Among its educational institutions are the 
University of Manitoba, St. John’s Episco- 
pal college, the Manitoba Medical college and 
St. Boniface seminary. 

The city is situated at the confluence of 
the Red and Assinaboine rivers in the heart 
of the great grain belt of western Canada, 
and to this circumstance owes its rapid de- 
velopment. It has an area of 15,287 acres; 500 
miles of streets; 674 acres of parks and 118 
miles of boulevards. Its water supply is 
brought from Shoal lake, Ont., thru an aque- 
duct one hundred miles in length, recently 
completed at a cost of $15,000,000. Electric 
power is supplied for manufacturing purposes 
at as low a rate as one-half cent per k.w.h., 
the lowest rate in America. The largest in- 
dividual railway yards in the world are lo- 
cated here and the city has splendid trans- 
portation facilities. The Union stockyards 
are the largest in Canada. 

In recent years Winnipeg has become a 
great attraction for motorists from the south. 
It is handsomely laid out, ‘has the widest 
streets on the continent and splendid motor 
drives thruout its residential and suburban 
districts.

POINTS OF INTEREST, EDMONTON, ALTA, CAN. 


Edmonton (pop. 72,000), the capital city of 
the province of Alberta, was for more than 
150 years a trading post of the Hudson Bay 
company. Like the rest of the northwest, it 
was first settled chiefly by Scotsmen. It is 
apparent that the Hudson Bay company had 
a liking for Scots, as it took so many of this 
nation into its service, bringing them from 
the Highlands. and the islands north of Scot- 
land. This accounts for the many Scotch 
names which are heard in this part of Canada 
today. For a short time Edmonton was the 
starting point on the ‘Edmonton Route” into 
the Klondike. 

The city owns and operates all its public 
utilities and there is no tax on the people

in this vicinity and Edmonton has an impor- ;

The principal mountain ranges of Oregon 
and practically all of the valleys in the West 
are thickly wooded with immense trees. Along 
the coast the country is mountainous and 
broken. East of the Cascades it is open, dry 
and rolling, traversed in some parts by deep 
canyons, some mountain ranges and ridges 
of volcanic rock. The picturesque Grande 
Ronde valley lies to the northeast. Great 
sage plains and marshes are found in the 
Klamath valley and at other points.

The principal river of the state is the 
Columbia, and the scenery along this stream 
is most picturesque.

5. Permits.—The permit must be secured at 
the ranger station where the automobile 
enters, and will entitle the permittee to go 
over any or all of the roads in the park. It 
is good for one trip only. The permit must 
be conveniently kept so that it can be ex- 
hibited to park rangers on demand. Automo- 
biles carrying passengers for hire will be 
admitted on single-trip permit only, good to 
Longmire Springs and return. 


6. Fees—Fees for automobile and motor- 
cycle permits are $3.00 and $1.00 respectively; 
‘single trip permits to Longmire Springs only 
are $3.00 each. 


7. Distance apart; gears and brakes.—Auto- 
mobiles while in motion must not be less than 
50 yards apart, except for purpose of passing, 
which is permissible only on comparative 
levels or on slight grades. All automobiles, 
except while shifting gears, must retain 
their gears constantly enmeshed. The driver 
of each automobile will be required to satisfy 
the ranger issuing the permit that all parts 
of his machine, particularly the brakes and 
tires, are in first-class working order and 
capable of making the trip, and that there is 
sufficient gasoline in the tank to reach the 
next place where it may be obtained. The 
automobile must carry at least one extra tire.

9. Horns.—The horn will be sounded on ap- 
proaching curves or stretches of road con- 
cealed for any considerable distance by slopes, 
overhanging trees, or other obstacles, and be- 
fore meeting or passing other machines, rid- 
ing or driving animals, or pedestrians. 


10. Lights.—All automobiles must be 
equipped with head and tail lights, the head- 
lights to be of sufficiefit brilliancy to insure 
safety in driving at night and all lights must 
be kept lighted after sunset when automobile 
is on the roads. Headlights must be dimmed 
when meeting other automobiles or horse- 
drawn vehicles. 


11. Muffler cut-outs.—Muffier cut-outs must 
be closed while approaching or passing riding 
horses, horse-drawn vehicles, hotels, camps, 
or checking stations. 


12. Teams.—When teams, saddle horses, or 
pack trains approach, automobiles will take 
the outer edge of the roadway, regardless of 
the direction in which they may be going, 
taking care that sufficient room is left on the 
inside for the passage of vehicles and ani- 
mals. Teams have the right of way, and au- 
tomobiles will be backed or otherwise han- 
dled as may be necessary so as to enable 
teams to pass with safety. In no case must 
automobiles pass animals on the road at a © 
speed greater than 8 miles an hour. 


13. Accidents; stop-evers.—Automobiles 
stopping over at points inside the park or de- 
layed by breakdowns or accidents of any other 
nature, must be immediately parked off the 
road, or, where this is impossible, on the 
outer edge of the road. 


14. Fines and penalties.—Violation of any of 
the foregoing regulations will be punishable 
by revocation of automobile permit, or by 
immediate ejectment from the park, or by a 
fine not to exceed $500, or six months’ im- 
prisonment, or by any combination of these 
penalties, and be cause for refusal to issue 
a new automobile permit to the offender with- 
out prior sanction in writing from the Di- 
rector of the National Park Service. 


15. Time.—Automobile drivers should com- 
pare their watches with the clocks at the 
checking station. 


16. Reduced engine power, gasoline, etc.—

FOR THE SEASON 1920-1921 


AUTOMOBILE AND MOTORCYCLE REGULATIONS. 


Pursuant to authority conferred by section 2475, Revised Statutes, United 
States, and the act of Congress approved. May 7, 1894 (28 Stat., 73), as amended 
by the act approved June 28, 1916 (39 Stat., 238), the following regulations 
governing the admission of automobiles and motorcycles into the Yellowstone 
National Park are hereby established and made public: 


1. Entrances.—Automobiles and motorcycles may enter and leave the park 
between 6 a. m. and 9:30 p. m..by any of the entrances, viz, northern or Gar- 
diner entrance, western or West Yellowstone entrance, eastern or Cody entrance, 
southern or Snake River entrance. 

The superintendent may in his discretion keep any or all the gateways open 
longer each day should the public convenience make this appear necessary. 


2. Automobiles.—The park is open to automobiles operated for pleasure, 
but not to those carrying passengers who are paying, either directly or indi- 
rectly, for the use of machines (excepting, however, automobiles used by trans- 
portation lines operating under Government franchise). | 

Careful driving is demanded of all persons using the roads. 

The Government is in no way responsible for any kind of accident. 


8. Motorcycles.—Motorcycles are admitted to the park under the same con- 
ditions as automobiles and are subject to the same regulations, as far as a 
are applicable. 


4, Permits.—The permit shall be secured at the ranger station where the 
-automobile enters, and will entitle the permittee to go over any or all of the 
roads in the park. It is good for the entire season, expiring on December 31 
of the year of issue. The permit shall be conveniently kept so that it can be 
exhibited to park rangers on demand. Each permit shall be exhibited to the 
checking ranger for verification on exit from the park. 


5. Fees.—Fees for automobile and motorcycle permits are $7.50 and $2.50, 
respectively, and are payable in cash only. 


6. Direction.—Automobiles shall pass around the road system forming the 
“loop” in the direction opposite to that of the hands of a clock, as indicated by 
the arrows printed in red on the automobile guide map. The reverse direction 
may be taken as follows: 

Norris Junction (N. J.) to Mammoth Hot Springs (M. S.), between 11 a. m. 
and 1 p. m. and after 4:30 p. m. 

Madison Junction (M. J.) to Norris Junction (N. J.) a time of day or night 
except the periods 10 a. m. to 1 p. m. and 8 p. m. to 6 p. 

Upper Geyser Basin (Old Faithful—oO. F.) to Ww estatn Entrance (W. E.), 
any time after 1 p. m. 

Canyon Junction (C. J.) to Lake Junction (L. J.), any time, day or night. 

Mammoth Hot Springs (M. 8S.) to Tower Falls, early enough to reach Tower 
Falls by 1 p. m. 

Bate Junction (C. J.) to Norris Junction (N. J.) direct, any time, day or 
night 

The superintendent of the park has authority to change routing of cars if 
necessary. 


7. Distance apart, gears and brakes.—Automobiles while in motion shall 
not be less than 50 yards apart, except for purpose of passing, which is per- 
missible only on comparative levels or on slight grades. All automobiles, 
except while shifting gears, must retain their gears constantly enmeshed. The 
driver of each automobile will be required to satisfy the ranger issuing the 
permit that all parts of his machine, particularly the brakes and tires, are in 
first-class working order and capable of making the trip, and that there is 
sufficient gasoline in the tank to reach the next place where it may be obtained. 
The automobile shall carry at least one extra tire. 


8. Speeds.—Speed is limited to 12 miles per hour ascending and 10 miles 
per hour descending steep grades, and to 8 miles per hour when approaching 
sharp curves. On good roads with straight stretches, and when no team is 
nearer than 200 yards, the speed may be increased to 25 miles per hour. 

Automobile trucks of more than 1% tons capacity are limited to a speed of 
not to exceed 15 miles per hour on all park roads. 


9. Horns.—The horn shall be sounded on approaching curves or stretches 
of road concealed for any considerable distance by slopes, overhanging trees, 
or other obstacles, and before meeting or passing other machines, riding or 
driving animals, or pedestrians.

10. Linhte otAiT aneamobues shall be equipped with head and tail lights, the 
headlights to be of sufficient brilliancy to insure safety in driving at night, and 
all lights shall be kept lighted after sunset when automobile is on the roads. 
Headlights shall be dimmed when meeting other automobiles or horse-drawn 


vehicles.

11. Muffler cut-outs.—Muffler cut-outs shall be closed, while approaching or 
passing riding horses, horse-drawn vehicles, hotels, or camps. 


12. Teams.—When teams, saddle horses, or pack trains approach, auto- 
mobiles shall take the outer edge of the roadway, regardless of the direction 
in which they may be going, taking care that sufficient room is left on the inside © 
for the passage of' vehicles and animals. Teams have the right of way, and 
automobiles shall be backed, or otherwise handled as may be necessary, so as 
to enable teams to pass with safety. In no case shall automobiles iow animals 
on the road at a speed greater than 8 miles per hour. 


13. Overtaking vehicles—Any vehicle traveling slowly upon any of the 
park roads shall, when overtaken by a faster moving motor vehicle, and upon 
suitable signal from such overtaking vehicle, give way to the right, in case 
of motor-driven vehicles, and to the inside, or bank side of the road, in case 
of horse-drawn vehicles, allowing the overtaking vehicle reasonably free pass- 
age, provided the overtaking vehicle does not oo the speed limits specified 
for the park highways. 

When automobiles, going in opposite directions, meet on a grade, the ascend- 
ing machine has right of way, and the descending machine shall be backed or 
otherwise handled, as may be necessary to enable the ascending machine to ~ 
pass with safety. a 


14. Accidents; stop-overs.—Automobiles stopping over at points inside the 
park, or. delayed by breakdowns or accidents of any other nature, shall be im- 
mediately parked off the road, or, where this is impossible, on the outer edge of 


the road. 


15. Fines and penalties.—Violation of any of the foregoing regulations will 
be punishable by revocation of automobile permit, or by immediate ejectment 
from the park, or by a fine not to exceed $500, or six months’ imprisonment, 
or by any combination of these penalties, and be cause for refusal to issue a 
new automobile permit to the offender without prior sanction in writing fron: 
the Director of the National Park Service or the superintendent of the park. 


16. Garages, repairs, supplies, free automobile camps.—Gasoline, oils, tires. 
and accessories are available for purchase at regular supply stations at Mam- 
moth Hot Springs, Upper Geyser Basin (Old Faithful), Yellowstone Lake, and 
Grand Canyon. Repair shops and garages are maintained at these points 
Automobile supplies may also be procured at Camp Roosevelt. Prices of sup- 
plies and rates for repair work are strictly regulated by the National Park 
Service. Free public camps for motorists are maintained at points indicated 
on the automobile guide map. 


17. Reduced engine power; gasoline, etc.—Due to the high altitude of the 
park roads, averaging nearly 7,000 feet, the power of all automobiles is much ° 
reduced, so that a leaner mixture and about 50 per cent more gasoline is 
required than at lower altitudes. Likewise, one lower gear will generally have 
to be used on grades than would be necessary elsewhere. A further effect that 
must be watched is the heating of the engine on long grades, which may become 
serious unless care is used. 

Motorcycles equipped with single speed engines will encounter serious dif- 
ficulties in negotiating the heavy mountain grades, and drivers are warned 
against making the attempt with this class of machines. 


18. These regulations do not apply to motor traffic on the county road in 
the northwest corner of the park.

UNITED STATES CUSTOMS REGULATIONS 


TS EEA RIIG 


Governing the Importation of Foreign-owned, Foreigu-puilt Automobiles into the United States 


(a) Automobiles of foreign or domestic origin owned abroad and brought across the 
boundary line by the owners for their personal use may be admitted, without formal entry, 
for a stay of not more than 30 days, upon the identity of such owner being established by the 
production of a certificate from the American Consul of the district in which ge resides, or a 
certificate from a recognized automobile club, or other satisfactory evidence. If the collector 
is satisfied that the machine is being brought for the personal use of the owner, he will pass 
the same and issue a certificate to the owner, which will be delivered by the owner to the 
customs officers at the port of exit, and forwarded to the collector at the port of arrival. 
This provision applies only to automobiles driven across the boundary line. 


(b) If the stay be for more than 30 days, and less than 6 months: In this case a bond 
is required for double the value of the estimated duty. Sureties must be residents and citizens 
of the United States, and not less than two will be accepted; or such bond may be signed by a 
bonding company authorized to do business in the United States. Otherwise proceedings are 
the same as in the case of the 10-day permit. 


Foreign owners of American-built machines must in all’cases report to the Collector of 
Customs at the port of entry, but consular certificate of identification or bond will not be 
required. The usual customs certificate for presentation to the Collector at the port of exit 
will, however, be granted in the same manner as required in case of foreign-built automobiles. 


‘CANADIAN CUSTOMS REGULATIONS 


American Tourists Exempt for 30 Days 


Under a recent ruling, the Canadian Customs Department now permits American automo- 
biles to tour (for pleasure purposes only) in the Dominion of Canada for a period of 30 days 
by simply applying to the Collector at the frontier port for a permit; it is, therefore, no longer 
mecessary to obtain a Customs bond if the stay does not exceed this period. 


For a stay of more than 30 days but not exceeding six months, it is necessary in order to 
avoid payment of the duty, to secure a bond for double the estimated duties, based on appraise- 
ment of the car by customs officer, said bond to be guaranteed by two Canadian citizens ap- 
proved by the Collector of Customs. Also, a deposit of twenty-five dollars, which is returned 
upon the exportation of the car. To avoid the tiresome formalities of bonding, etc., automobil- 
ists may avail themselves of the special arrangement, which a number of the Customs Brokers 
have with the Dominion authorities, whereby they are able to furnish bonds and customs tour- 
ing permit for a fee of five dollars, no cash deposit being required. This permit can be mailed 
to the home of the intended tourist, and is good for crossing into Canada at any point on the 
frontier without formality and also for re-entry into the United States at the same or any other 
port of exit.
